To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mrs.  Poole  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1934.  It  is 
made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

The  area  of  the  Borough  amounts  to  5,020  acres,  which 
include  589  acres  covered  by  water. 

POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  at  the 
middle  of  1934  was  87,600,  or  a decrease  of  960  in  twelve  months 
and  of  1,598  since  the  Census  of  April  26th-27th,  1931.  During 
the  year  the  natural  increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  amounted 
to  428 ; so  that  an  allowance  has  been  made  for  appreciable  migra- 
tion to  surrounding  areas.  The  female  population  must  be 
considered  in  excess  of  that  of  the  males  by  1 ,346,  if  the  Census 
ratio  has  been  maintained.  This  relationship  of  the  sexes  was  not 
consistent  throughout  the  town  for  in  Crindau,  Alexandra,  Central, 
Victoria  and  Lliswerry  Wards  the  males  exceeded  the  females  in 
numbers. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  dwellinghouse  and  the 
density  of  population  (i.e.,  persons  per  acre)  do  not  change  much 

from  year  to  year.  The  figures  for  the  various  Wards  will  be  found  | 

in  Table  I.  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  In  the  town  as  a whole  there 
was  an  average  of  4.83  persons  in  each  dwelling.  Alexandra  Ward  ^ j 
continues  to  give  the  highest  figure — 6.49  and  Maindee  the  lowest

'•.04  persons  per  house.  The  number  of  persons  per  acre  varied 
i'ery  considerably  in  the  different  Wards  from  7.03  in  Alexandra 
iX/ard  to  87.19  in  Tredegar  Ward.  For  the  whole  of  the  Borough, 
he  average  figure  was  17.45.  All  these  figures  are  slightly  better 
ban  at  the  time  of  last  Census,  as  apart  from  the  decrease  in  the 
population,  there  has  been  a nett  increase  of  287  dwellinghouses. 

DweUinghouses. — The  number  of  structurally  separate 
ilwellinghouses  in  the  Borough  on  June  30th  was  calculated  to  be 
18,119,  of  which  1 87  were  void.  By  December  3 1 st  the  number  had 
ncreased  to  18,213.  These  figures  are  taken  from  local  records. 


The  Rateable  Value  of  the  Borough  at  March  31st,  1934, 
vas  £603,109,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  was 
12364.

Notification  of  Births  Acts,  1907  and  1915 

The  total  number  of  live  births  that  actually  occurred  in  the 
town  during  the  calendar  year  1934  was  1,545.  Over  99  per  cent.  ^ 
of  the  births  were  notified.  This  high  percentage  has  been  main-  ] 
tained  for  some  years  without  a single  prosecution  for  breaches  of 
the  Act.  The  stillbirths  notified  and  registered  numbered  73;  in 
addition  there  were  24  miscarriages.  The  figures  for  the  years

The  live  and  stillbirths  notified  by  midwives  numbered 
1,150;  by  doctors,  parents  and  others,  457, 
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Registered  Live-Births. 

The  net  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  1934  was  1 ,490  (795  boys  and  695  girls),  and  the  birth  rate 
was  17.01  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  an  average 
of  19.63  during  the  five  years  1924-28,  and  of  17.46  during  the 
quinquennial  period  1929-33.  The  birth  rate  in  England  and 
Wales  during  1934  was  14.8  and  in  the  121  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns  14.7.  70  more  births  were  registered  in  1934  than 

in  1933  which  had  the  lowest  number  of  births  ever  recorded  in 
Newport  since  the  extension  of  the  Borough  in  1888.  Up  to  and 
including  1933  the  number  of  births  has  shown  a continuous 
decline  since  the  year  1920,  when  the  number  of  births  registered 
was  2,625. 

The  number  and  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  do  not 
fluctuate  much.  The  1934  figures  were  47,  with  a percentage  of 
3.1  of  total  births,  compared  with  3.1  in  1926,  2.5  in  1927,  2.8  in 
1928,  3.1  in  1929.  3.7  in  1930,  3.1  in  1931,  3.2  in  1932,  and  3.3  in 
1933. 

Stillbirths. 

The  compulsory  registration  of  Stillbirths  came  into 
operation  on  1st  July,  1927.  The  nett  number  of  Stillbirths 
registered  in  Newport  in  1928  was  72;  m 1929,  82;  in  1930,  61  ; 
in  1931,  70;  in  1932,  65;  in  1933,  63;  and  1934,  72;  with  a rate  of 
.82  per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  The  comparative  rate  for  England 
and  ^Xhles  was  .62  and  in  the  121  Great  Towns  .66.  Since  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in  1908,  the  number 
of  Stillbirths  notified  has  been  recorded,  and  judging  from  the  result 
of  the  compulsory  registration  of  Stillbirths  the  figures  previously 
recorded  appear  to  have  been  fairly  complete  : they  give  an  annual 
average  for  the  past  5 years  of  68  Stillbirths, — a very  serious  loss. 

In  Newport  the  proportion  of  births  belonging  to  the  Still- 
born category  has  altered  very  liltle  since  the  time  births  first 
became  notifiable  in  1908.  During  1910-1914  the  proportion  of 
Stillbirths  per  1,000  Total  Births  was  46.99;  1915-1919  it  was 
40.19;  1920-1924  it  was  40.77;  1926-1930  it  was  41.11;  and 
1929-33  41.4.  During  the  year  1934  there  was  an  increase,  the 
proportion  being  46.1.  Victoria  Ward  had  the  highest  rate — 66.2, 
Alexandra  came  next  with  64.3.  The  Wards  which  gave  the 
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lowest  rates  were  Central,  22.7,  1 red  gar  25.2,  and  St.  Woolos 
25.9.  During  the  previous  five  years  Crindau  Ward  had  the  lowest 
average  rate  of  Stillbirths  (32.3)  and  St.  Woolos  the  highest  (48.0). 

It  is  estimated  that  throughout  the  Country  about  1 5 per  cent, 
of  these  Stillbirths  are  due  to  Syphilis. 

Syphilitic  offspring  may  be  born  dead,  diseased,  mentally 
defective,  deformed,  blind,  deaf,  or  may  be  otherwise  affected  so 
as  to  be  a burden  to  the  community  for  life. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  can  and  does  ensure  in 
many  cases  the  birth  of  healthly  infants  from  Syphilitic  mothers  if 
they  have  had  adequate  specific  treatment.  It  is  often  stated  that 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  increases  the  proportion  of  the 
unfit  among  the  general  population.  This  is  not  so  in  the  case  of 
infants  whose  mothers  submitted  to  proper  treatment  during 
pregnancy,  resulting  in  the  production  of  many  healthy  children 
and  the  saving  of  money  which  would  have  had  to  be  spent  on 
their  treatment  and  care  in  after-life. 

Many  of  the  deaths  under  4 weeks  were  due  to  injuries  at 

birth. 

In  previous  reports  reference  has  been  made  to  a large 
percentage  of  Stillbirths  and  deaths  during  the  first  weeks  of  life 
following  instrumental  delivery,  which  is  so  popular  among  a large 
number  of  mothers,  when  compared  with  conservative  methods  of 
delivery.  It  has  been  maintained  by  some  specialists  that  there  is 
a larger  proportion  of  mental  defectives  among  children  delivered 
instrumentally  than  among  those  infants  in  which  the  natural 
process  of  birth  is  not  interfered  with. 

Infant  Mortality. 

1 19  infants  died  before  reaching  12  months  of  age,  which  is 
in  the  proportion  of  79.9  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  93.7  m 
1933,  and  with  74.2  and  72.6  during  the  two  previous  quinquennial 
periods  respectively.  In  England  and  Wales  the  rate  during  1934 
was  59,  and  in  the  County  Boroughs  63.  There  was  an  improve- 
ment in  the  mortality  rate  in  Newport  in  1934  compared  with  1933. 
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I due  chiefly  to  fewer  deaths  from  Congenital  Defects,  Wasting 
1 Diseases  and  Prematurity,  but  an  excessive  number  of  deaths  from 
I Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System  accounted  for  the  Infant 
I Mortality  being  above  the  average  of  the  previous  10  years.  The 
I chief  causes  of  death  and  their  variations  from  year  to  year  will 
I be  seen  in  the  table  below. 

j It  will  be  noticed  that  one  of  the  headings  shows  a continuous 

i increase  when  compared  with  the  quinquennial  figures,  namely  that 
under  which  Congenital  Defects,  Injury  at  Birth  and  Atelectasis 
are  recorded;  of  these  causes  of  death  “Congenital  Defects”  is 
by  far  the  most  numerous  and  important.

A progressive  policy  in  Ante-Natal  work  combined  with  ar 
improved  obstetrical  service  are  the  most  promising  service  methodi 
of  preventing  loss  of  life  and  physical  disabilities  during  the  firs 
months  of  life. 

This  can  only  be  achieved  by  the  systematic  and  intelligen 
supervision  of  expectant  mothers  by  midwives  from  earh 
pregnancy  and  the  general  adoption  of  a careful  medical  super 
vision  of  expectant  mothers  in  the  same  way. 

The  present  system  of  providing  medical  help  whei; 
emergencies  arise  undoubtedly  has  had  the  effect  of  discouraginj 
the  practice  on  the  part  of  the  patient  of  engaging  a medica 
attendant  during  pregnancy.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  had  an 
effect  on  reducing  the  infantile  mortality  to  any  appreciable  extent 

Mortality  among  Illegitimate  Children. — Of  47  infants  bor 
out  of  wedlock,  seven  died.  The  death  rate  was  148.9  per  1,000  t 
such  births  compared  with  an  average  of  81.4  per  1 ,000  during  th 
previous  5 years.  Until  the  year  1933  the  mortality  rate  amon 
these  infants  had  shown  a marked  decline,  but  it  has  been  goin 
up  since. 

MATERNAL  WELFARE. 

Diseases  and  Accidents  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition. 

Nolificalion. — 17  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  (11  non-resident 
and  9 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  (1  non-resident)  were  notifie 
during  the  year.  The  non-residents  were  cases  admitted  to  locJ 
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hospitals  for  the  confinement  or  because  of  “fever.”  5 of  the  6 
Newport  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  5 
of  the  cases  of  Pyrexia  also  received  hospital  treatment. 

The  number  of  Newport  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  (6)  was 
below  the  average  (7.7)  for  the  past  10  years. 

Deaths. — 5 mothers  died  from  Diseases  and  Accidents  of 
Pregnancy  and  Child  birth,  or  3.33  per  1,000  live  births.  4 of  the 
five  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions  and  one  at  home.  3 of  the  5 
deaths  were  due  to  Puerperal  Fever  (2.01  per  1,000  births).  7 non- 
residents admitted  into  local  hospitals  also  died,  4 from  Puerperal 
Fever  and  3 from  Non-Septic  causes.  For  England  and  Wales  the 
Puerperal  Fever  mortality  rate  was  2.03  and  the  total  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  was  4.60  per  1,000  live  births. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given  below  that  the  maternal 
deaths  in  Newport  during  1934  showed  an  increase  over  the  two 
previous  years,  but  were  still  below  the  average  of  all  the  quin- 
quennial periods  and  that  the  local  rates  compare  very  favourably 
with  those  of  the  whole  country.

It  is  a well  recognised  fact  that  liability  to  infection  largely 
depends  upon  the  general  health  of  the  patient.  The  organisms 
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which  cause  Puerperal  Fever  are  sometimes  harboured  by  the 
women  before  child-birth  whilst  diminished  resistence  to  infection 
through  lowered  vitality,  and  damage  to  the  tissues  during  labour, 
are  undoubtedly  contributory  causes  of  the  Incidence  of  Puerperal 
Fever.  To  prevent  this,  medical  supervision  and  treatment  during 
pregnancy  is  therefore  of  great  importance  in  the  prevention  of  this 
condition. 

Conditions  of  overcrowding  still  exist  in  a considerable 
number  of  houses  in  which  births  occur.  Adequate  Maternity 
Hospital  provision  is  the  only  practical  solution.  A great  step 
forward  has  been  made  by  the  reservation  of  part  of  the  Maternity 
Block  at  131  Stow  Hill  (4  of  the  8 beds)  for  the  reception  of 
confinement  cases  coming  under  the  purview  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee,  where  the  home  conditions  are  un- 
satisfactory or  where  complications  are  threatened.  The  prejudice 
at  first  displayed  against  this  Hospital  because  it  was  attached  to  a 
Public  Assistance  Infirmary  has  now  been  completely  ‘ overcome. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  arrangement  whereby  beds  are 
reserved  in  three  private  Maternity  Homes  for  suitable  cases  should 
the  need  arise. 

Ante-Natal  Hygiene. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  this  subject  is  receiving  greater 
attention  by  expectant  mothers  and  mid  wives.  746  expectant 
mothers  were  under  the  observation  of  the  staff,  compared  with  740 
during  1933. 

232  new  Expectant  Mothers  were  members  of  the  Centres  in 
addition  to  45  counted  last  year;  those  requiring  medical  advice 
were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  or  they  attended  at  the  Clinic. 
The  attendances  of  these  mothers  were,  at  the  Clinic  2,295,  at 
Centres  1,477,  Total  3,772.  767  visits  were  paid  to  Expectant 

Mothers  at  their  homes.  The  work  at  the  Centres  consists 
of  medical  advice  and  instruction  in  infant  hygiene 
generally.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  time  cannot  be  found  for 
systematic  lectures,  only  personal  talks  being  possible  at  odd  times. 

Ante-natal  work  continues  to  increase  and  the  pressure  on 
the  staff  is  getting  more  than  they  can  bear.  Nevertheless  the 
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attendance  of  these  mothers  at  the  Clinics  must  he  persistently 
encouracfed  hy  all  available  means. 

175  necessitous  cases  among  Expectant  Mothers  were 
provided  with  fresh  milk  for  varying  periods  according  to  their 
circumstances — in  addition  many  other  necessitous  Expectants 
were  supplied  with  groats  and  medicated  foods  at  the  Centres  and 
Clinic  from  voluntary  as  well  as  Corporation  funds. 

Registered  Births  in  Institutions. 

Several  complicated  labour  cases  were  admitted  into  the 
Royal  Gwent  Hospital  for  special  treatment.  28  births  (14  non- 
residents) occurred  there,  of  which  6 were  stillborn.  At  131  Stow 
Hill  61  births  took  place,  of  which  7 were  stillborn;  two  were  non- 
residents of  the  Borough.  At  the  Barracks  there  were  2 births — a 
total  of  91  registered  births  at  Public  Institutions. 

There  were  4 Registered  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes  in 
the  town,  at  which  confinements  took  place  during  the  year.  174 
births  occurred  in  them;  1 was  a stillbirth;  78  were  non-residents. 
A large  proportion  of  the  patients  were  admitted  into  the  Maternity 
Homes  owing  to  complications  of  pregnancy.  In  all  265  births 
took  place  at  Institutions. 

In  addition  to  the  reservation  of  maternity  beds  at  the  Public 
Assistance  Hospital  on  Stow  Hill,  arrangements  still  exist  for  the 
admission  of  maternity  cases  to  the  Herbert  Street  Maternity  Home 
and  Gold  Tops  Nursing  Home,  but  during  the  past  year  practically 
all  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  cases  were  admitted  into  the 
Hospital  at  131  Stow  Hill.  One  case  only  being  dealt  with  at  one 
of  the  private  Homes.  The  Corporation  pay  the  fees;  but  the 
patients  are  expected  to  contribute  towards  the  expenses  according 
to  their  financial  circumstances.  51  cases  were  admitted  on  the 
recommendation  of  your  Officers;  practically  twice  the  number  of 
cases  during  the  year  1933.  The  cost  of  nursing  and  maintenance 
amounted  to  £,462  5s.  2d.;  in  addition  £208  16s.  Od.  was  paid  for 
operations  and  medical  attention.  The  patients  were  assessed  for 
repayment  according  to  their  financial  circumstances,  but  the 
distress  is  such  at  the  present  moment  that  £38  5s.  5d.  was  all 
that  could  be  claimed. 
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No  midwives  were  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Corpora- 
tion for  home-nursed  cases. 

Fees  paid  by  L.A.  to  Doctors  **  called  in'  by  Midwives. 

The  fees  paid  to  Doctors  called  in  by  Midwives  in  cases  of 
emergency  amounted  (in  1934)  to  £363  11s.  Od.  for  232  patients. 
A sum  which  is  smaller  than  that  paid  in  1 933 . The  amount 
claimed  from  patients  amounted  to  £66  Os.  lid. 

Of  the  232  cases,  39  were  required  to  repay  the  whole  of  the 
Doctor’s  fee,  39  were  required  to  repay  part,  1 54  were  so  necessitous 
that  no  demand  was  made  for  any  repayment. 

£79  Is.  Od.  was  paid  to  Dentists  for  conservative  dental 
work  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under  5 years. 
Repayments  made  by  patients  amounted  to  £2  12s.  5d.

The  number  of  visits  to  homes  was  approximately  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year.  The  primary  and  most  effective  part  of  the 
work  of  Health  Visitors  is  undoubtedly  Home  Visiting.  It  is 
fundamental  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  scheme,  the  basis 
of  which  is  mainly  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  Apart 
from  the  good  which  is  done  by  means  of  personal  advice  and 
help  “in  situ,”  Home  Visiting  serves  a valuable  purpose  in  check- 
ing the  work  of  midwives,  in  obtaining  knowledge  of  a large 
number  of  cases  of  pregnancy  that  would  not  otherwise  come  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Department  until  too  late  to  be  helped,  and 
in  providing  the  cases  for  clinic  and  centres.  Both  the  latter 
depend  mainly  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  homes  for 
their  “material.” 


Children  1 to  5 Years  of  Age. 

2,462  of  such  children  received  attention  at  the  clinic  and 
centres.  The  total  attendances  recorded  was  17,153.  6,037  Home 

Visits  were  also  paid  to  them,  including  visits  re  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  total  medical  attendances  of  mothers  and  children  under 
5 years  at  the  clinic  and  centres,  including  orthopaedic  and 
auxiliary  clinics,  were  26,448,  compared  with  20,113  during  1933, 
17,860  during  1932,  and  15,282  during  1931. 

Infant  Feeding. 

1,485  newly  born  infants  were  visited  during  1934. 

The  results  of  the  usual  enquiries  in  respect  of  methods  of 
feeding  during  the  first  weeks  of  life  were  as  follows  : —

Enquiries  were  made  in  reference  to  95  deaths  under  6 
months  of  age. 
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In  24  of  the  deaths  the  mode  of  feeding  could  not  be  ascer- 
tained and  in  16  others,  or  16.8  per  cent,  of  the  deaths,  under  6 
months  of  age,  the  infants  were  too  feeble  to  take  proper 
nourishment. 

34  of  the  95  infants  were  stated  to  have  been  wholly  breast- 
fed, 1 partly  breast-fed,  and  20  wholly  fed  on  foods  other  than 
mother’s  milk. 

The  analysis  of  enquiries  at  the  end  of  6 months  in  reference 
to  1 ,195  infants  showed  that  54.4  per  cent,  of  them  were  still  breast- 
fed, compared  with  an  average  of  55.9  during  the  previous  5 years. 
This  is  a gradually  declining  figure  for  in  1914  it  was  73.7  per  cent., 
by  1924  it  had  fallen  to  61.4  per  cent. 

Inflamed  Eyes  of  New  Born. 

8 cases  were  notified,  twice  as  many  as  last  year.  50  other 
cases  of  inflamed  eyes,  mostly  of  a mild  form,  were  discovered  or 
reported  and  enquired  into.  All  the  cases  were  followed  up  until 
the  termination  of  the  condition.  Of  the  8 notified  cases  5 received 
hospital  treatment — 3 as  in-patients  at  131  Stow  Hill  and  2 as  out- 
patients of  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital.  The  remaining  3 were 
treated  in  their  homes  by  their  own  medical  attendants.  28  of  the 
“other”  50  cases  were  treated  by  their  own  doctors,  and  the  22 
very  slight  cases  got  well  without  special  medical  treatment. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  notified  in 
1934  gives  a case  rate  per  1,000  births  of  5.37,  compared  with  the 
average  for  the  previous  5 years  of  3.04.  Although  last  year’s 
figure  showed  an  increase,  this  disease  has  markedly  declined  since 
it  was  first  made  notifiable  in  1914,  due  largely  no  doubt  to 
improved  instruction  of  midwives  and  their  consequent  better  care 
of  the  baby’s  eyes  at  birth. 

The  enquiries  made  later  for  evidence  of  permanent  injuries 
to  the  eyes  showed  : — Vision  unimpaired,  5;  Still  under  treatment, 
2 ; Died,  1 . 

Experience  has  shown  the  importance  of  early  visits  by  the 
Health  Visitor  in  order  to  secure  prompt  Hospital  treatment  in 
severe  cases,  as  the  only  hope  of  success  lies  in  the  application  of 
intensive  treatment  as  soon  as  possible. 
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If  the  practice  recommended  by  some  of  postponing  visitation 
of  homes  until  the  midwife  had  ceased  visiting  were  adopted 
serious  results  might  follow,  in  the  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
in  particular.  This  applies  to  other  conditions  also,  such  as  in- 
ability to  carry  on  breast  feeding  from  lack  of  food,  etc. 

Supervision  of  Midwives. 

Dr.  Laird,  who  acts  as  Superintendent  of  Midwives,  reports 
as  follows  : — 

At  the  beginning  of  1934  there  were  42  midwives  on  the 
Register.  During  the  year  5 of  these  gave  up  practice  in  the  town, 
and  1 midwife  was  struck  off  the  Roll  of  Midwives  by  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  in  July,  1934.  Five  new  names  were  added 
during  the  year,  one  of  these  being  a re-registered  midwife. 

Four  midwives  residing  outside  the  Borough  attended  cases 
inside  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  births — including  abortions — attended  by  the 
midwives  was  1 ,410,  but  in  280  of  these,  medical  practitioners  were 
also  engaged  before-hand  by  the  patients,  and  in  563  cases  medical 
aid  was  obtained. 

The  Herbert  Street  Home  was  responsible  for  312  cases.  Of 
other  midwives  only  2 attended  more  than  100  cases,  5 others 
attended  over  50  cases  each,  and  3 had  no  cases  at  all. 

Of  the  midwives  13  were  totally  dependent  upon  their 
practice  for  a living,  23  partially  and  5 not  at  all. 

35  of  the  midwives  had  the  C.M.B.  Certificate  by  examina- 
tion, the  remaining  6 were  untrained.

143  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspector  of  Midwives,  and  in 
addition  there  were  44  interviews  at  the  Health  Department. 
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It  is  to  be  regretted  that  several  midwives  still  inadequately 
supervise  their  patient’s  health  during  pregnancy.  Some  of  them 
no  doubt  had  little  instruction  in  ante-natal  care  during  their  train- 
ing, but  opportunities  have  been  given  them — by  means  of 
lectures — to  learn  now,  but  those  who  have  been  most  in  need  of 
instruction  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  instruction  offered  them. 

Several  midwives,  however,  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
care  they  give  during  the  entire  time  in  which  patients  are  under 
their  care. 

During  the  year  it  was  decided  that  the  Local  Authority 
would  pay  the  midwives’  fees  in  necessitous  cases — e.g.,  where  no 
Maternity  Benefit  was  being  received  due  to  prolonged  unemploy- 
ment. This  scheme  is  beneficial  to  the  midwife  and  to  the  patient. 
Many  of  the  midwives  have  been  receiving  little  or  no  repayment 
for  the  services  which  they  were  rendering,  and  it  is  well  recognised 
how  strenuous  and  exacting  their  services  are;  the  non-receipt  of 
a Maternity  Benefit  and  the  uncertainty  as  to  how  the  midwife’s  fee 
was  to  be  paid  was  certainly  inducing  many  mothers  to  delay 
engaging  a midwife’s  services,  with  the  result  that  the  mother’s 
health  during  pregnancy  was  not  being  supervised. 
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Annual  Report  of  Dr.  Andrewina  Laird,  Medical  Officer, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1934. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  an  expansion  in  the  work 
done  at  the  Centres  and  Clinic. 

In  April  a reorganisation  took  place — arrangements  were 
made  for  weekly  medical  sessions  and  the  sale  of  dried  milks  at 
each  Centre.  Previously  a proportion  of  the  mothers  had  found 
it  inconvenient  to  attend  the  Central  Clinic  in  Clytha  Park,  so 
facilities  were  given  them  to  attend  Centres  of  easy  access  to  their 
homes. 

A new  Centre  was  instituted  at  Clytha  Park  for  the  conven- 
ience of  mothers  in  the  Caerau  and  Allt-yr-yn  districts. 

These  arrangements  have  led  to  an  increase  in  the  medical 
examination  of  patients,  and  at  three  of  the  Centres  whole  day 
instead  of  half  day  sessions  were  found  to  be  necessary. 

Attendances  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic  are  increasing 
considerably,  and  in  April  an  additional  session  for  ante  natal 
patients  was  provided. 

To  cope  with  all  this  additional  work  the  services  of  an 
additional  Health  Visitor  and  a part-time  Medical  Officer  have 
been  required. 

The  increase  in  the  attendances  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinic  is 
due  to  various  reasons.  The  midwives  are  realising  the  necessity 
of  ante  natal  supervision  and  encouraging  their  patients  to  under- 
go a medical  examination;  the  payment  of  the  midwives’  fees  in 
necessitous  cases  is  dependent  on  the  fact  that  the  patient  has  had 
her  health  supervised  during  pregnancy  (The  Ministry  of  Health 
is  insistent  on  this  point) ; and  the  propaganda  in  the  press  and  else- 
where has  made  many  mothers  realise  that  in  spite  of  what  their 
grandmothers  tell  them  ante  natal  care  is  beneficial.

Although  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  attendances  at 
the  Ante  Natal  Clinic  have  increased,  the  attendances  are 
not  yet  satisfactory.  A very  large  number  of  the  mothers  did  not 
attend  regularly  for  supervision — the  majority  lapsing  in  the  later 
months  of  pregnancy.  Of  these  ceasing  to  attend  a minority  only 
came  under  their  own  doctor’s  care,  the  majority  received  no 
further  medical  supervision. 

Many  more  mothers  are  now  anxious  to  enter  Nursing  Homes 
or  Hospitals,  even  for  normal  confinements.  Some  of  these 
patients  perhaps  find  modern  housing  conditions  unsuitable  for  a 
confinement,  although  no  actual  overcrowding — in  the  usual  mean- 
ing of  the  term — is  present.  Although  good  district  midwifery  is 
desirable  for  normal  confinements  and  therefore  not  to  be  dis- 
couraged, the  extension  of  the  present  hospital  accommodation 
for  maternity  patients  would  be  advantageous. 

At  the  Centres  efforts  are  continuously  being  made  to 
supervise  the  health  of  the  Toddler — that  is  the  child  between  2 
and  5 years  of  age.  So  frequently  the  advent  of  a new  baby 
monopolises  the  attention  of  the  mother  and  the  toddlers  are  rather 
neglected.  Many  mothers  also  seem  to  think  the  infant  requires 
much  attention  and  the  toddler  none ; this  is  to  be  regretted,  as  the 
care  of  the  pre-school  child  means  an  improvement  in  the  health  of 
the  school  child. 

Many  of  those  families  under  our  care  are  suffering  from 
years  of  unemployment.  The  Social  Service  Club  has  very  kindly 
helped  many  of  those  by  the  gift  of  clothing.  There  are  many 
families  who  also  require  help  but  are  not  so  frequently  able  to 
receive  it — families  where  the  weekly  income  is  very  small.  Many 
of  these  mothers  are  finding  times  very  hard. 

In  necessitous  cases  free  milk  is  granted  for  children  and 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Free  boots  were  given  in  many  cases — the  cost  being  borne 
by  the  Voluntary  Committee. 

Many  of  the  mothers  fail  to  make  the  most  of  the  income 
which  they  have  available  for  food.  Tinned  foods  and  the  more 
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expensive  articles  of  diet  are  bought  by  them  where  their  grand- 
mothers with  less  money  but  better  cooking  abilities  were  able 
to  provide  more  nutritious  and  satisfactory  meals  for  their 
children.  On  the  other  hand  the  efforts  made  by  some  of  the 
younger  mothers  in  the  care  of  their  families  are  very  praise- 
worthy and  are  a lesson  to  other  mothers. 

Dr.  Daniel  is  in  charge  of  the  Auxiliary  and  Artificial  Sun- 
light Clinics  and  also  assists  in  the  general  child  welfare  work. 
She  reports  on  her  Clinics  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

During  the  year  there  were  changes  in  the  staff  of  Health 
Visitors.  Miss  Taylor — our  Senior  Health  Visitor — retired  in  July 
after  having  served  the  Health  Department  for  many  years.  She 
was  a very  loyal  and  efficient  worker,  and  was  unsparing  in  her 
efforts  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  mothers  and  children  under  her 
care. 


1 regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Grabner. 

Mrs.  Grabner,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  Crindau  and 
Caerau  Centres,  died  suddenly  in  April.  Like  Miss  Taylor,  she 
had  rendered  very  good  service  to  our  Department,  and  her  death 
was  a great  loss. 

Three  new  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  during  the  year — 
Miss  E.  Davies  succeeded  Miss  Taylor  in  her  Centre  and  District, 
Miss  A.  Jones  was  appointed  to  undertake  Mrs.  Grabner’s  duties 
and  Miss  Lewis  was  appointed  in  October  when  the  Centre  work 
was  extended. 

Six  of  the  Health  Visitors  act  as  Superintendents  of  Centres — 
Miss  A.  Jones  being  responsible  for  Caerau  and  Crindau  Centres — 
and  at  each  Centre  (except  Caerau)  a second  Health  Visitor  is 
present  to  help  by  weighing  the  children. 

Three  of  the  Health  Visitors  give  instruction  in  mothercraft 
to  senior  girls  in  Elementary  Schools — Miss  Bond  at  St.  Woolos, 
Miss  H.  Davies  at  Maindee,  and  Miss  Jones  at  Crindau  Schools. 
These  classes  are  much  appreciated, 
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The  efficiency  of  a Child  Welfare  Scheme  is  dependent  on 
the  Health  Visitor’s  supervision  of  the  mothers  and  children  in  the 
home.  By  her  advice  the  mothers  can  be  helped  enormously,  and 
her  tactful  persuasion  can  induce  many  mothers  to  seek  medical 
advice  at  the  Centres.  The  difficulties  of  her  task  are  many,  and 
the  result  of  her  efforts  may  not  often  be  obvious,  but  the  majority 
of  the  mothers  realise  how  helpful  she  is  to  them  in  their  difficulties. 
As  in  former  years  the  majority  of  the  midwives  have  co-operated 
with  the  Health  Visitors  to  the  advantage  of  the  mothers  and 
children.  ' 

The  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

In  Newport  there  were  three  Maternity  Homes  and  two 
Nursing  Homes  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  and  medical  cases. 
These  Homes  are  inspected  regularly  as  required  under  the  Act. 

Children  Act,  1908  (Part  I.)  and  Children  and  Young  Persons 
Act,  1932  (Sect.  65). 

The  coming  into  operation  of  Section  65  of  the  1932  Act 
(under  which  foster-children  up  to  9 years  of  age  have  to  be 
registered)  resulted  in  only  3 additional  foster-children  and  the 
same  number  of  foster-parents  being  added  to  the  register. 

At  the  end  of  1934  there  were  8 registered  foster-parents  with 
12  foster-children  on  the  register.  This  was  a decrease  of  6 parents 
and  4 children  during  the  twelve  months.  Only  two  of  the  foster- 
parents  have  more  than  one  foster-child  and  in  one  case  one  of  the 
two  foster-children  would  be  legally  adopted  but  for  the  expense. 
Not  one  of  the  registered  foster-parents  is  entirely  dependent  upon 
the  keeping  of  foster-children  for  a living.  Without  exception  these 
children  are  living  under  satisfactory  conditions  and  are  well  cared 
for.  The  fact  that  some  of  the  foster-parents  are  not  receiving  any 
regular  payment  for  the  care  of  the  children  has  apparently  no 
adverse  effect  on  the  care  bestowed  upon  the  children.

In  19  cases  boots  were  granted  to  children  under  5 years  of 
age.  Special  alterations  to  boots  were  fitted  for  a large  number 
of  children. 

During  the  year  Mr.  Parker,  Surgeon,  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff,  attended  the  Clinic  for  4 special  sessions  to 
supervise  the  treatment  of  cases.  Several  patients  also  attended 
at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital  to  be  examined  by  him  there.  All 
operative  work  is  performed  by  Mr.  Parker  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital. 
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The  majority  of  the  new  cases  who  attended  for  the  first  time 
during  the  year  were  of  a minor  degree  of  severity.  This  is  the 
result  of  the  preventive  work  which  has  been  done.  Birth  palsies 
and  congenital  deformities  cannot  be  prevented,  but  they  are 
coming  under  treatment  now  at  an  early,  stage,  and  thus  grosser 
deformities  do  not  occur. 

" One  rather  marked  feature  during  the  year,  however,  has 
been  the  large  number  of  postural  defects  in  school  children. 
Those. children  benefit  greatly  from  remedial  exercises,  but  this 
treatment  necessitates  absence  during  school  hours  and  interferes 
with  their  education  just  at  the  time  when  lessons  are  more  difficult 
and  examinations  more  pressing. 

Although  there  are  facilities  for  continuous  treatment  in 
childhood  and  during  school  age,  no  arrangements  are  available 
for  the  treatment  of  cripple  children  once -school  age  is  over.  This 
is  to  be  regretted  as  several  patients  each  year  are  reaching  school 
leaving  age  without  their  orthopaedic  treatment  being  completed, 
and  these  are  the  boys  and  girls  who  are  already  handicapped  in 
■ regard  to  obtaining  employment,  and  some  of  them  with  parents 
unable  on  their  own  to  provide  for  the  special  treatment  the 
children  require.

Ante  Natal  Clinic. 

50  patients  were  sent  into  131  Stow  Hill  for  treatment  and 
one  into  a Private  Nursing  Home  during  the  year.  At  131  Stow 
Hill  beds  are  provided  in  a Ward  allocated  to  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  for  the  treatment  of  complicated  cases 
or  where  there  is  overcrowding  in  the  home. 

1 1 patients  were'  admitted  for  care  during  pregnancy.  Of 
these  4 were  confined  while  under  treatment,  and  5 were  re- 
admitted for  their  confinements  later.  Three  cases  of  Puerperal 
Sepsis  were  admitted  for  treatment.  The  remaining  patients  were 
admitted  mostly  for  complications  of  labour;  4 were  admitted 
because  of  unsuitable  homes.

During  1934  special  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Education  Committee  for  special  examination  and  treatment  of 
children  under  5 years  suffering  from  conditions  liable  to  lead  to 
deafness  and  blindness. 


Mr.  Lee  is  in  charge  of  the  Aural  Clinic  at  which  9 of  our 
patients  were  examined. 

Mr.  Robertson,  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  is  in  charge  of 
the  Eye  Clinic  at  which  he  examined  5 of  our  patients. 

45  patients  were  operated  on  for  enlarged  Tonsils  and 
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Adenoids.  As  in  previous  years  the  operative  treatment  was 
carried  out  at  the  School  Clinic. 

176  patients  received  dental  treatment. 

SOUTHERNDOWN  REST  HoME. 

1 1 patients  were  admitted  for  2 weeks  each.  This  year  the 
train  fares  of  several  patients  were  paid  by  the  Voluntary  Com- 
mittee.

Rick,ets. — 87  cases  were  treated.  16  improved  very  much 
both  in  general  health  and  in  the  condition  of  the  rickets.  The 
bony  deformities  became  less  and  in  some  cases  disappeared 
entirely  and  the  patients  became  happier  and  more  contented.  35 
improved,  6 showed  slight  improvement  and  were  less  irritable, 
30  showed  no  reaction  at  all.  Of  these  only  8 completed  a single 
course,  the  remaining  22  being  irregular  in  attendance  and  rarely 
attending  for  more  than  5 sessions. 
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Debility. — 41  cases  were  treated.  13  improved  very  much, 
gaining  in  weight  with  increased  muscular  tone  and  appetite.  1 1 
improved  and  6 showed  slight  improvement.  I 1 showed  no  re- 
action at  all.  Of  these  3 made  a maximum  attendance  of  4 
sessions,  6 did  not  complete  one  course  and  3 did  not  benefit  by 
2 or  more  courses  of  treatment. 

Nervous  debility. — 3 cases  were  treated.  All  improved  very 
much  becoming  less  nervous,  gaining  in  weight  and  becoming 
happier. 

Respiratory  diseases. — 8 cases  were  treated. 

(a)  Bronchitis. — 5 cases.  4 improved;  lungs  became  free  of 
disease,  weight  was  gained.  In  one  case  an  attack  of  bronchitis 
was  prevented  from  becoming  as  severe  as  usual  by  treatment  on 
the  first  day  of  disease.  1 case  remained  unimproved. 

(b)  Bronchial  catarrh. — 2 cases.  Both  responded  well  to 
treatment;  the  lungs  became  healthy  and  there  was  no  recurrence 
during  the  year. 

(c)  Bronchial  asthma. — I case.  This  child  improved,  his 
attacks  of  asthma  became  less  frequent  and  were  less  severe  in 
character  when  they  occurred. 

Adenitis. — 4 cases  were  treated.  2 improved  very  much,  the 
glands  subsided  and  the  general  health  was  restored  to  normal. 
1 showed  slight  improvement  and  1 remained  unaffected  by  treat- 
ment. 


Orthopaedic  deformities. — 8 cases  were  treated. 

(a)  Kyphosis. — 7 cases.  I improved  very  much,  being  able 
to  run  about  with  the  help  of  a back  support.  Previous  to  treat- 
ment she  was  unable  to  walk.  Her  general  health  is  now  good 
and  the  muscle  tone  much  improved.  This  child  received 
additional  treatment  at  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff.  3 
improved,  the  kyphosis  becoming  less;  3 remained  unaffected  by 
treatment. 

(b)  Flat  /eeh^l  case.  There  was  no  improvement  in  this 

case. 


Skjn  Affections. — 3 cases  were  treated. 

(a)  Psoriasis. — I case.  This  child  improved  very  much;  the 
skin  condition  disappeared  and  there  has  been  no  recurrence  up 
to  date. 

(b)  Alopecia. — 2 cases.  Both  responded  well  to  treatment 
which  was  applied  locally  to  scalp.  The  bald  patches  became 
covered  with  a thick  growth  of  hair  to  the  great  relief  of  the  two 
mothers. 

Anaemia. — 3 cases  were  treated.  2 improved  in  colour  and 
gained  in  weight.  1 showed  slight  improvement,  the  course  had 
not  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  he  is  still  receiving 
treatment.  In  all  cases  iron  medication  was  given  as  well. 

Marasmus,  not  gaining,  etc — 1 1 cases  were  treated.  3 
showed  great  improvement;  7 improved  and  1 showed  slight 
improvement.  Weight  was  gained  in  all  cases.  In  those 
children  showing  the  greatest  improvement  a gain  of  2-31bs.  during 
a course  was  noted.  The  children  ate  more  and  were  happier. 

Miscellaneous. — 5 cases  were  treated. 

I 

(a)  Tuberculous  peritonitis. — 2 cases.  Both  improved 
greatly,  the  abdomen  became  less  distended,  weight  was  gained 
and  the  attacks  of  diarrhoea  became  less. 

(b)  Phlyctenular  ulceration. — 1 case  only  was  treated  and  a 
full  course  was  not  completed.  I'here  was  no  change  in  the 
condition. 

(c)  Coeliac  ric\ets. — 1 case.  This  child’s  condition  re- 
mained unchanged,  the  parents  moving  to  another  locality  before 
completion  of  treatment. 

(d)  Sleeplessness. — 1 case.  This  child  became  more  restless 
after  treatment  which  was  abandoned  after  3 attendances.

Rickets. — 4 cases.  3 had  continued  to  improve;  1 remained 
unchanged.

In  both  improvement  was 
maintained. 

Bronchial  catarrh. — 2 cases.  1 had  improved;  1 remained 
unchanged. 

Mothers — 

Rheumatism. — 1 case.  Much  improved;  the  rheumatic 
pains  disappeared  and  the  general  health  improved.  There  has 
been  no  recurrence  up  to  date. 

Tuberculous  sinus  in  neck- — 1 case.  This  patient  had  had 
a discharging  sinus  in  her  neck  for  1 year.  It  healed  completely 
after  a course  of  artificial  sunlight  applied  locally. 

Alopecia  areata.— 2 cases.  Both  occurred  after  confine- 
ment with  a long  convalescence.  In  both  cases  the  result  was 
satisfactory,  the  hair  grew  again  thickly  and  healthily.  Both 
received  local  treatment  applied  to  the  scalp.

2 showed  great  improve- 
ment with  gain  in  weight  and  improved  appetite,  and  9 improved. 

Nervous  debility. — 3 cases  were  treated.  I showed  great 
improvement  becoming  les.s  nervous;  1 improved  and  1 remained 
unaffected  by  treatment. 

Respiratory  diseases  (Bronchitis  and  Bronchial  Asthma). — 
14  cases  were  treated.  3 were  much  improved,  the  lungs  became 
free  of  disease  and  there  was  no  recurrence;  7 improved,  the 
attacks  becoming  less  frequent  and  less  severe;  4 remained  un- 
changed. 

Cervical  adenitis. — (a)  Tuberculous,  6;  (b)  Non-Tubercu- 
lous,  2. 

(a)  6 cases  were  treated.  3 were  much  improved,  the 
glands  disappeared  and  the  general  health  returned  to  normal;  1 
improved,  the  glands  becoming  smaller;  2 remained  unaffected  by 
treatment. 

(b)  2 cases  were  treated.  1 improved  very  much  and 
I remained  unchanged. 

Anaemia. — 3 cases  were  treated.  1 improved  very  much 
becoming  more  energetic  and  interested  in  her  school  work;  2 
showed  no  improvement. 

Phlyctenular  ulceration  of  cornea. — 4 cases  were  treated.  2 
improved  very  much,  the  eye  condition  cleared  up  and  the  general 
health  became  good;  2 improved.  All  cases  received  local  eye 
treatment  at  the  School  Clinic  as  well. 

Rickets. — 2 cases  were  treated.  1 improved  very  much  as 
regards  the  bony  condition  and  general  health;  I remained  un- 
changed. 

Alopecia. — 2 cases  wer^  treated.  1 improved  very  much. 
This  girl  had  total  baldness  when  she  first  attended  and  had  been 
receiving  treatment  elsewhere  for  1 year.  At  the  present  moment 
two-thirds  of  the  scalp  are  covered  with  a thick  growth  of  hair. 
1 showed  no  improvement  having  only  just  started  treatment. 

Tuberculous  peritonitis. — 1 case  was  treated.  This  case 
improved  very  much.  At  commencement  of  treatment  she  was 
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extremely  emaciated  with  abdominal  pain.  Her  weight  in  July 
was  5 stone  81bs.  2ozs.  In  December  it  had  increased  to  7 stone 
131bs.  14ozs.  and  there  was  no  abdominal  pain. 

Rheumatism. — 1 case  was  treated.  This  case  improved 
during  treatment,  the  pains  becoming  less  severe  though  recurring 
occasionally. 

Report  Cases — 

3 children  reported  for  observation  of  progress  during  the 

year. 

1 case  of  debility  showed  maintained  improvement. 

1 case  of  bronchial  catarrh  showed  no  recurrence. 

1 case  of  alopecia  showed  no  recurrence. 

Remarks — 

During  the  past  year  more  cases  than  formerly  were  treated 
by  local  application  of  ultra-violet  rays.  Most  of  these  treatments 
were  given  for  tuberculous  adenitis  and  alopecia.  The  results 
have  been  satisfactory  in  most  cases. 

In  those  children  suffering  from  tuberculous  adenitis  we  have 
kept  in  touch  with  the  Tuberculosis  Institute.  The  childreii  were 
sent  there  periodically  to  be  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

The  results  of  general  treatment  were  similar  to  those  in 
former  years,  rickets  and  respiratory  affections  responding  * 
The  lamps  used  for  all  treatments  were  the  mercury  vapour  and 
carbon  arc  lamps.

125  new  cases  were  seen  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  69  in  1933.  Of  this  number  94  were  expectant  mothers, 
26  were  non-expectant  mothers  and  5 were  female  children  under 
5 years  of  age.  Out  of  the  94  expectant  mothers  37  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  venereal  disease,  while  all  the  children  had 
gonorrhoeal  vulvo-vaginitis. 

The  appointment  of  a health  visitor  to  visit  the  patients  in 
their  homes  has  helped  the  work  considerably.  She  visits 
especially  those  who  are  irregular  in  attendance  and  endeavours 
to  make  them  attend.  In  proportion  to  the  increased  numbers 
there  have  been  fewer  absentees  than  in  previous  years.  The 
sessions  are  now  held  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings  and 
coincide  with  the  ante  natal  clinic.  This  provides  for  the  treatment 
of  ante  natal  cases  with  greater  ease  as  they  have  not  to  make  a 
double  journey. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Deaths. 

The  total  deaths  registered  numbered  1,132;  after  the 
exclusion  of  non-residents  dying  in  the  district  and  the  addition  of 
residents  who  died  elsewhere,  the  number  was  reduced  to  1 ,062. 
This  afforded  a death  rate  of  12.12  compared  with  13.18  in  1933, 
11.85  in  1932,  13.07  in  1931,  10.98  in  1930,  12.62  in  1929,  11.15  in 
in  1928,  12.45  in  1927,  10.49  in  1926,  11.85  in  1925,  11.26  in  1924, 
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10.68  in  1923,  12.58  in  1922,  11.07  in  1921,  12.41  in  1920,  and  12.88 
in  1919.  The  average  for  the  last  five  years  was  12.33  and  for  the 
past  1 0 years  1 1 .87. 

The  average  death  rate  in  the  County  Boroughs  of  England 
and  Wales  for  1934  was  11.8. 

371  deaths  or  34.9  per  cent,  of  the  nett  deaths,  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions,  namely.  Public  Assistance  Institution,  131  Stow 
Hill,  214;  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  100;  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  8;  and 
other  Institutions  outside  the  Borough,  49.  In  addition,  149  deaths 
of  non-residents  occurred  in  the  Borough,  namely  at  the  Royal 
Gwent  Hospital,  119;  Public  Assistance  Institution,  131  Stow  Hill, 
6;  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  3;  Public  Works  and  Places,  2;  and  in 
Private  Institutions,  etc.,  19. 

Ward  Statistics. 

Lliswerry  (9.86)  and  St.  Julians  (10.17)  Wards  had  the  lowest 
death  rates  from  all  causes,  whilst  Central  (17.30)  and  Tredegar 
(14.66)  Wards  had  the  highest  death  rates  from  all  causes. 

The  infantile  death  rates  were  lowest  in  Lliswerry  (61.4)  and 
St.  Julians  (63.7)  Wards,  and  the  highest  in  Victoria  (126.0)  and 
Tredegar  (109.7)  Wards.  But  if  the  average  for  the  past  five  years 
is  taken,  Lliswerry  Ward  gives  the  lowest  rate  (60.4)  and  Tredegar 
the  highest  (90.0). 

The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Woolos  (.684)  and 
St.  Julians  (1 .09)  and  highest  in  Central  (3.327)  and  Victoria  (2.239). 

The  Tuberculosis  death  rate  was  lowest  in  St.  Woolos  (.411) 
and  St.  lulians  (.545)  and  highest  in  Central  (2.661)  and  Caerau 
(1.297). 

Respiratory  diseases  were  least  fatal  in  Maindee  (.935)  and 
St.  Julians  (1.09)  and  most  fatal  in  Tredegar  (2.323)  and  Central 
(2.162). 

Cancer  was  most  fatal  in  Caerau  (2.05)  and  Maindee  (1.74) 
and  lowest  in  Lliswerry  (.85)  and  Crindau  (.87).

The  Cancer  death  rate  in  1934,  was  lower  by  0.066  per 
1,000  than  in  1933,  and  by  .016  per  1,000  than  the  average  for  the 
past  5 years. 

Cancer  was  most  fatal  in  males  in  1934,  The  sites  of  disease 
most  fatal  in  males  were  the  Intestines,  Rectum  and  Peritoneum, 
and  in  females  the  Breast. 

Zymotic  Mortality. 

The  total  deaths  from  diseases  of  this  nature  numbered  147, 
compared  with  227  in  1933,  159  in  1932,  218  in  1931,  152  in  1930, 
236  in  1929,  202  in  1928,  256  in  1927,  208  in  1926,  237  in  1925,  and 
192  in  1924.  The  Zymotic  death  rate  was  1.68  per  1,000  in- 
habitants per  annum;  the  average  for  the  past  5 years  was  2.19. 
These  diseases  accounted  for  13.8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 
The  147  deaths  were  due  to  the  following  diseases  : — Tuberculosis, 
93  (lungs  76,  other  forms  17);  Measles,  1;  Scarlet  Fever,  1; 
Diphtheria,  9;  Influenza,  14;  Zymotic  Diarrhoea,  8;  Whooping 
Cough,  5;  Puerperal  Fever,  3;  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  1; 
Erysipelas,  2;  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  2;  Dysentery,  1 ; Malaria,  1 ; 
Septicaemia  (non-puerperal),  2;  and  Venereal  Diseases,  4.  Tuber- 
culosis, Influenza  and  Measles  were  responsible  for  73.5  per  cent,  of 
the  total  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases. 
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VACCINATION. 

The  question  of  vaccination  is  a very  vexed  one.  The 
position  in  this  country  continues  to  be  entirely  unsatisfactory. 
The  facility  with  which  exemption  can  be  obtained  has  diminished 
in  the  mind  of  the  public  the  value  of  Vaccination  as  a preventative 
to  Small  Pox.  The  percentage  of  children  successfully  vaccinated 
has  been  rapidly  and  continuously  decreasing  since  exemption  was 
made  easy  (see  Table  9).  In  Newport  during  the  year  ended  June 
30th,  1934,  only  16.9  per  cent,  of  the  infants  were  successfully 
vaccinated  compared  with  20.3  per  cent,  in  1933,  20.97  per  cent, 
in  1932,  27.5  per  cent,  in  1931,  34.4  per  cent,  in  1922,  and  93  per 
cent,  in  1897. 

The  Vaccination  Officer,  Mr.  E.  de  Lloyd,  has  presented  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1934  : —

“The  percentage  of  children  successfully  vaccinated  is  the 
“lowest  on  record  and  is  most  unsatisfactory.  The  number  of 
“exemptions  from  vaccination  is  gradually  approaching  the  number 
“of  births  registered.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  likelihood 
“of  improvement  so  long  as  exemption  can  be  obtained  so  easily. 


DIARRHOEAL  DISEASES  (Death  Rate  .091). 

The  total  deaths  from  Zymotic  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  were 
8.  The  deaths  included  in  this  category  are  limited  to  those  under 
2 years  of  age. 
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For  comparison  the  death  rates  from  Diarrhoea  under  2 years 
of  age  per  1 ,000  births  have  been  calculated  for  a number  of  years.

The  Diarrhoeal  death  rate  among  children  under  2 years  in 
the  121  Great  Towns  was  7.4  per  1 ,000  births,  and  in  England  and 
Wales  5.5,  compared  with  5.37  at  Newport. 


The  prevalence  of  these  diseases  fluctuates  from  year  to  year ; 
the  figure  for  the  year  under  review”  shows  a decrease  compared 
with  1933  and  the  averages  of  the  quinquennial  periods  prior  to 


1929-1933. 


WHOOPING  COUGH  (Death  Rate  .057). 

1 1 0 cases  of  this  disease  were  discovered  or  reported  by  the 
School  Attendance  Officers.  5 deaths  occurred,  4 of  which  were 
less  than  12  months  old  and  the  remaining  one  between  1-2  years. 
Both  cases  and  deaths  were  below  the  average  in  number.  The 
death-rate  from  this  disease  in  England  and  Wales  was  .05  and  in 
121  County  Boroughs  .06.  Of  the  1 10  cases  recorded  35  were  under 
School  age  and  71  were  in  the  Infants’  departments  of  the  Schools. 

MEASLES  (Death  Rate  .011). 

This  disease  which  had  been  comparatively  quiescent  during 
three  quarters  of  the  year,  became  active  in  October  and  by  the  end 
of  the  year  appeared  in  epidemic  proportions.  136  cases  were 
recorded  throughout  the  twelve  months ; of  these  1 04  occurred 
during  the  last  quarter.  As  a mild  epidemic  of  Measles  had 
occurred  during  the  first  half  of  1 933  its  prevalence  returned  sooner 
than  usual.  One  death  occurred,  which  gave  a death-rate  of  .011 
per  1,000  population,  compared  with  .12  in  the  Great  Towns  and 
with  .09  in  England  and  Wales. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACTS. 

The  diseases  now  notifiable  are  Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup,  Typhus,  Typhoid  ot  Enteric 
and  Para-Typhoid  Fever,  Continued  Fever,  Cholera,  Relapsing 
Fever,  Plague,  Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Erysipelas, 
Pneuinonia  (Acute  Primary  and  Influenzal),  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever, 
Acute  Poliomyelitis,  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis,  Encephalitis 
Lethargica,  Dysentery,  Tuberculosis,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum, 
and  Malaria. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  1934  was  890, 
compared  with  1,017  in  1933,  and  1,384  m 1932. 

4 821  visits  and  re-visits  in  connection  with  the  supervision 
of  Infectious  Diseases  were  made  by  the  Staff.  055  houses  (1.928 
rooms)  were  disinfected,  and  5,631  articles  were  removed  for  steam 
disinfection;  50  articles  were  destroyed. 

2,541  bottles  of  disinfectant  were  supplied  to  houses  where 
infectious  diseases  of  various  kinds  occurred  and  for  choked  drams; 
and  561  lbs.  of  sulphur  were  supplied  free  for  the  fumigation  ot 

verminous  houses. 


SCARLET  FEVER  (Death  Rate  .01 1). 

The  number  of  notifications  during  1934  was  271,  compared 
with  389  in  1933.  101  cases  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  /V  m 

the  second,  47  in  the  third,  and  44  in  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  ’‘case  rate”  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  3.09  com- 
pared with  5.81  during  the  5 years  1929 A3.  The  ward  with  the 
highest  "case  rate”  was  St.  Julians  with  6.  , ' i r 

Malndee  came  next  with  4.34_and  4.14  respectively.  Central  had 

the  extremely  low  ‘ case  rate  of  0.68. 

The  disease  was  of  a mild  type  and  only  one  death  occurred, 
which  gave  a death-rate  of  0.01  I , compared  with  0.02  in  Lnglan 
and  Wales  and  in  the  Great  Towns.  The  fatality  rate  (num 
of  deaths  per  1 ,000  cases)  was  3.69  compared  with  2.57  in  1933.  a 
with  5.69  during  the  previous  5 years. 
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2! 3 or  78.6  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  The  daily  average  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  under  treatment  throughout  the  year  was 
25.5,  compared  with  36.57  in  1933. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP 
(Death  Rate  .103). 

158  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  150  in  1933,  and 
with  an  annual  average  during  the  past  five  years  of  144.8.  The 
case  rate  per  1 ,000  living  was  1.80.  The  wards  most  affected 
were  Lliswerry — rate  3.02  and  Central — rate  2.49.  The  disease 
was  most  prevalent  during  the  fourth  quarter.  38  cases  occurred 
during  the  first,  25  during  the  second,  31  during  the  third  and  64 
during  the  fourth  quarter.  9 deaths  occurred,  giving  a fatality  rate 
of  56.9  per  1,000  cases  notified,  compared  with  40.1  during  the 
past  five  years.  The  death  rate  of  .103  per  1 ,000  of  the  population 
was  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  Great  Towns  which  was  .11. 
141  of  89.2  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital. 
In  the  search  for  sources  of  infection  and  the  swabbing  of  contacts 
14  ‘ ‘carrier”  cases  were  discovered.  6 of  these  were  isolated  in 
Hospital. 

Although  the  Health,  Education  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Committees  have  made  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  at  their  Clinics  free  of  charge  full  advantage  has  not  been 
taken  of  the  facilities  thus  provided,.  Not  until  parents  realise  the 
benefits  to  their  children  to  be  derived  from  immunisation  can  we 
hope  to  see  a definite  decline  in  the  incidence  and  fatality  of  this 
dread  disease. 

Antitoxin  has  been  kept  in  stock  at  the  Health  Department 
since  it. was  first  brought  into  use  some  39  years  ago,  to  facilitate 
its  early  administration  by  the  medical  attendant  : but  in  most 
cases  the  injection  of  antitoxin  continues  to  be  postponed  until  after 
admission  to  Hospital.  This  may  mean  delay,  possibly  fatal  delay 
in  some  instances,  as  patients  cannot  be  admitted  into  Hospital 
until  they  have  been  notified. 

600,000  units  (71  phials)  of  Antitoxin  were  supplied  to 
medical  men  for  notified  or  suspected  cases.  The  administration  of 
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antitoxin  before  admission  of  the  cases  into  hospital  greatly 
improves  the  chances  of  recovery  in  serious  cases. 

Reference  is  made  elsewhere  to  the  large  amount  of  Bacterio- 
logical work  done  at  the  Health  Department  in  connection  with 
Diphtheria. 

TYPHOID  OR  ENTERIC  FEVER  (Death  Rate,  Nil). 

Under  this  head  Para-Typhoid  A and  B are  also  included. 

No  case  of  the  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULSOSIS 

[Death  Rate — All  forms,  1.062  (Lungs,  0.868;  Other  forms,  0.149).] 

Deaths. — 93  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis  occurred 
in  Newport;  76  from  Pulmonary  and  17  from  Other  Forms.  The 
latter  include  Brain  9,  Bowel  5,  Other  3. 

The  rate  is  slightly  higher  than  last  year  (which  was  the 
lowest  on  record).  The  higher  rate  applies  to  both  Pulmonary  and 
Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis.  The  figures  given  below  show  the 
comparison  with  previous  years  and  with  England  and  Wales.

Notifications. — 132  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were 
notified  in  1934;  98  of  these  were  alive  in  Newport  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  or  74.2  per  cent.,  compared  with  70  per  cent.,  in  1926, 
62  per  cent,  in  1927,  69  per  cent,  in  1928,  62  per  cent,  in  1929,  63 
per  cent,  in  1930,  68  per  cent,  in  1931,  66.5  per  cent,  in  1932,  and 
75.3  per  cent,  in  1933. 
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66  were  notified  to  be  suffering  from  other  forms  of  the 
disease,  and  45  of  these  were  alive  at  the  end  of  the  year  (68.2  per 
cent.)  compared  with  80  per  cent,  in  1926,  81  per  cent,  in  1927,  79 
per  cent,  in  1928,  76  per  cent,  in  1929,  71  per  cent,  in  1930,  78  per 
cent,  in  1931,  83.8  per  cent,  in  1932,  and  80  per  cent.  1933.

Analysis  of  the  figures  for  the  previous  years  also  brings  out 
the  following  facts  ; The  percentage  alive  at  the  end  of  the  years  of 
notification  from  1913  to  1934  were  as  follows: — 79,  75.5,  71.29, 
76.01,  53.88,  63.6,  58,8,  57.6,  59.58,  46.6,  62.2,  70,  68,  70, 
62,  69,  62,  63,  68,  66.5,  75.3  and  74.2.  The  figures  for  the  past 
two  years  show  a marked  improvement  on  previous  years. 

The  fatality  rate  per  1,000  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
was  547.2  during  the  five  years  ending  1920;  for  the  period  1922-6 
it  was  688.7;  fo^  1927-31,  662.5;  and  for  1930,  713.2;  1931,  571.4; 
1932,  457.4;  1933,  41 1 .8;  and  for  1934,  575.7. 

The  publicity  given  to  the  subject  of  Tuberculosis  has 
probably  created  an  objection  on  the  part  of  many  householders  to 
having  Tuberculosis  cases  as  sub-tenants,  and  has  led  to  the  refusal 
of  some  property  owners  to  accept  Tubercular  cases  as  tenants. 
This  has  undoubtedly  caused  sufferers  from  the  disease  to  refrain 
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from  consulting  their  medical  attendants  until  the  disease  has  be- 
come well  advanced  in  many  cases. 

All  medical  practitioners  have  been  circularised  with  the 
object  of  securing  diagnosis  and  notification  of  cases  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

To  ensure  the  early  diagnosis  of  cases,  the  examination  of 
contacts  is  a very  important  branch  of  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Institute.  195  such  cases  were  examined  by  Dr.  Johnson  or  his 
assistant  during  1934. 

With  regard  to  the  Non-Pulmonary  form  of  the  disease,  the 
infection  in  many  of  the  cases  is  Bovine  in  origin  and  is  conveyed 
to  children  and  infants  by  means  of  infected  milk.  There  are 
hopeful  signs,  however,  that  the  country  is  gradually  appreciating 
the  advantages  of  a “safe”  milk  At  present  pasteurisation 
properly  carried  out  is  the  only  certain  method  of  safeguarding  our 
milk  supplies.

SMALL  POX. 

No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 
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CHICKEN  POX. 

During  the  year  433  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Department,  compared  with  405  in  1933.  With  the  exception  of 
71  all  the  cases  were  among  school  children.  The  schools  affected 
will  be  seen  in  Table  12.  Lliswerry  and  Clytha  were  the  only 
schools  free  from  the  disease.  The  rules  for  exclusion  from  school 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Education  in 
their  joint  memorandum  were  applied  in  all  cases. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Facilities  for  free  diagnosis  and  treatment  for  all  persons 
suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  are  provided  by  arrangement  with 
the  Directors  of  the  Royal  Gw’ent  Hospital. 

Since  October,  1925,  the  arrangements  for  treatment  have 
included  five  sessions  per  week,  with  special  appointments  in  female 
cases  when  necessary,  namely  ; — 

Males. — Tuesdays,  4.30  p.m. ; Wednesdays,  2 p.m. ; Thurs- 
days, 4.30  p.m. ; and  Fridays,  6 p.m. 

Females. — Thursdays,  2 p.m.;  and  by  appointment. 

Notices  are  hung  up  at  Public  and  “Public  House’’  lavatories 
giving  particulars  of  the  days  and  hours  of  the  Clinics.  Those  in 
and  near  the  docks  are  printed  in  four  languages  for  the  convenience 
of  Foreign  seafaring  men. 

An  irrigation  department,  adjoining  the  Out-Patients’  Depart- 
ment at  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital,  was  erected  and  equipped  for 
providing  irrigation  treatment  for  males  between  their  attendances 
at  the  medical  sessions. 

The  total  attendances  during  the  years  1924-34  were  as

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The  increase  in  the  total  attendances  is  most  satisfactory 
especially  so  as  it  is  combined  with  a reduction  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  seen. 

Although  the  total  attendances  were  slightly  below  last  year’s 
they  were  considerably  more  than  the  average.  The  large  increase 
in  the  attendances  of  females  is  most  satisfactory.

The  figures  show  that  the  total  number  of  persons  dealt  with 
for  the  first  time  was  practically  the  same  as  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years;  but  the  number  was  higher  than  that  for  1933  or 
1932.  Syphilis  (in  both  sexes)  and  Soft  Chancre  showed  a 
decrease  : whilst  the  number  of  cases  of  Gonorrhoea,  particularly 
in  females,  attending  the  Clinic  continued  to  increase  : this  does 
not  necessarily  imply  an  increased  incidence  amongst  the  female 
sex  but  rather  that  more  patients  are  seeking  treatment  and  this 
seems  to  receive  confirmation  by  the  fact  that  there  is  again  marked 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  patients  who  attended  for  the  first 
time  and  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  number  of  “In-Patient”  days  in  1934  was  341, 
compared  with  642  in  1933  and  a five  yearly  average  of  437. 

The  use  of  Arsenobenzene  Compounds  in  the  treatment  of 
these  diseases  at  the  Clinic  continues  to  increase,  but  the  number 
of  doses  of  Arsenobenzene  Compounds  given  out  to  private 
practitioners  from  the  Health  Department  has  been  getting  less  as 
the  following  figures  show: — 60  in  1934,  39  in  1933,  40  in  1932, 
78  in  1931,  80  in  1930,  110  in  1929,  146  in  1928,  100  in  1927, 
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174  in  1926,  381  in  1925,  182  in  1924,  209  in  1923,  156  in  1922,  and 
237  in  1921. 

The  number  of  patients,  both  male  and  female,  who  cease  to 
attend  before  completing  treatment  is  still  very  unsatisfactory.  In 
the  case  of  sailors  this  is  unavoidable  : they  are  provided  with  circulars 
giving  information  as  to  the  facilities  for  treatment  in  other  ports, 
etc.,  and  with  cards  upon  which  the  treatment  given  is  entered. 

Further  information  will  be  found  on  Pages  70  and  72  and 
statistical  information  in  Table  15  at  end  of  Report. 

Facilities  for  privacy  in  treatment  are  necessarily  desirable 
when  dealing  with  these  conditions  especially  so  in  the  case  of 
Female  patients.  With  this  object  in  view  mothers  and  expectant 
mothers  are  provided  with  facilities  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinic. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITALS. 

Allt-yr-yn  Hospital. 

418  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  admitted  during  the 
year.  57  of  the  cases  (34  of  Scarlet  Fever,  22  of  Diphtheria,  and 
1 of  Erysipelas)  were  from  outside  the  Borough.  The  deaths 
numbered  11.  During  1933,  the  admissions  and  deaths  were 
respectively  514  and  14.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in 
hospital,  1934,  was  37.7. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Erysipelas  (one 
only),  were  admitted  from  the  districts  controlled  by  the  following  : 
The  Urban  District  Councils  of  Abertillery,  Caerleon,  Bed  was  and 
Machen,  Ebbw  Vale,  Llantarnam,  and  Mynyddislwyn ; the  Rural 
District  Councils  of  Abergavenny,  Magor  and  St.  Mellons;  also 
Abergavenny  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee  and  Pontypool 
and  District  Hospital  Authority. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

213  of  the  271  cases  notified  in  the  town  were  removed  to 
Hospital.  34  cases  were  also  admitted  from  outside  districts, 
making  a total  of  247  cases.  The  average  age  of  the  patients  was 
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9.6  years,  and  the  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  those  who  recovered 
was  36.3  days.  There  was  only  one  death  (the  patient,  an  adult, 
being  a non-resident). 

Typhoid  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  no  admissions  to 
Allt-yr-yn  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

1 39  of  the  1 58  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  were  treated  in 
Hospital.  22  cases  were  also  admitted  from  outside  districts, 
making  a total  of  161  cases.  In  addition  4 “Carriers”  (all 
residents)  were  admitted.  9 cases  proved  fatal — two  being  Non- 
Residents.  The  fatality  of  the  Borough  Diphtheria  (including 
Membranous  Croup)  cases  was  5.69  per  cent.  (5.67  per  cent,  among 
Hospital  cases  and  5.9  per  cent,  among  home-nursed  cases).  The 
average  stay  of  those  who  recerved  was  28.7  days,  and  the  average 
age  of  all  patients  was  8.5  years. 

Other  Diseases. 

The  only  other  diseases,  cases  of  which  were  admitted, 
were: — Erysipelas,  2 cases  (one  a Non-Resident);  Pneumonia,  I 
case;  and  Observation  cases,  3 (Enteritis  1,  Cerebro-spinal  Fever 
2).  One  of  the  cerebro-spinal  fever  observation  cases  (a  resident) 
died  from  Meningitis,  Broncho-pneumonia,  6rc.,  and  the  infection 
was  proved  not  to  be  Meningcoccal. 

Buildings. 

A considerable  amount  of  repairs  and  renovations  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  Borough  Architect  (C.  F.  Ward, 
Esq.,  A.R.I.B.A.)  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  details  of  the 
special  work  and  renovations  carried  out  from  the  1st  April,  1934, 
to  31st  March,  1935,  the  cost  of  which  totalled  £250  : —

The  erection  in  the  Hospital  grounds  of  a commodious 
garage  to  house  the  ambulances  and  the  bedding  van  and  of  two 
houses  adjoining  the  grounds  for  the  Ambulance  Driver  and  House 
Disinfector  and  the  Assistant  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of 
removal  of  patients — especially  outside  office  hours.  Garage  and 
Houses  were  put  into  commission  early  in  November,  1933. 

Crick  Hospital. 

Two  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  admitted  during  the  year 
(in  December).  Both  were  foreign  seamen  from  a vessel  in 
Alexandra  Docks.  Both  recovered  and  were  discharged  cured 
shortly  after  the  end  of  1934. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

During  1934,  6,657  specimens  of  various  kinds  were  examined 
at  the  Health  Department.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the 
work  done  : — 

For  Medical  Practitioners. — Throat  and  Nose  swabs,  512; 
Sputa  for  Tubercle,  126;  Faeces  and  Urine  for  Typhoid  Fever,  2; 
Blood  for  Typhoid,  9;  Specimens  for  Gonococci,  53;  Other 
specimens,  38;  Total,  740. 

Schools. — Swabs  from  Contacts,  1,030;  Suspected  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  660;  Other  specimens,  5;  Total,  1,695. 

Health  Department. — Swabs  from  notified  cases  of 
Diphtheria,  168;  from  Suspected  cases,  66;  and  from  Contacts, 
1,306;  Smears  for  Gonococci,  204;  Blood  for  Typhoid,  1;  Other 
specimens,  203;  Total,  1,948. 

Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  Cases. — Throat  and  Nose  swabs,  1,938; 
Sputa  for  Tubercle,  1 ; Smears  for  Gonococci,  1 ; Other  specimens, 
48;  Total,  1,988. 
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Other  Institutions. — Throat  and  Nose  swabs,  201  ; Sputa,  71 ; 
Specimens  for  Gonococci,  3;  Other  specimens,  1 1 ; Total,  286. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a number  of  Water  Samples  were 
examined  in  connection  with  the  Hydrographical  survey  of  the 
River  Usk  and  its  estuary.  This  survey  has  been  proceeding  for 
some  years  in  collaboration  with  the  Standing  Committee  on  River 
Pollution.  Weekly  samples  of  River  Water  were  taken  on  the  Ebb 
tide  up  to  the  first  week  in  October  and  estimates  made  of  the 
amount  of  dissolved  oxygen  present.  The  object  is  to  see  that  the 
“margin  of  safety”  in  regard  to  sewage  pollution  is  not  unduly 
encroached  upon.  24  samples,  involving  72  examinations,  were 
tested. 

Attention  has  already  been  drawn  in  previous  reports  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  Laboratory  facilities.  At  present  the  work  dealt 
with  is  simply  that  connected  with  ordinary  Public  Health 
Administration,  viz.  the  examination  of  swabs  for  the  Klebs 
Loeffler  Bacillus,  Microscopic  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
Bloods  for  Widal  Reaction,  microscopic  examination  for  Gonococci, 
Faeces  and  Urines  for  bacilli  of  the  Enteric  Group,  and  a few  other 
minor  investigations.  Even  from  the  point  of  view  of  what 
constitutes  a bare  necessity  as  regards  Public  Health  work  it  fails 
absolutely  to  meet  the  necessary  requirements.  In  this  connection 
I need  only  mention  the  biological  tests  to  determine  the  virulence 
or  otherwise  of  the  Klebs  Loeffler  Bacilli  isolated  on  culture,  and  the 
detection  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk  samples  by  inoculation 
experiments. 

This  is  far  from  being  the  sum  total  of  the  deficiencies. 
There  are  no  Laboratory  facilities  for  the  Pathological  work  for  the 
200  odd  patients  at  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital,  131  Stow  Hill,  or 
for  the  inmates  of  Caerleon  Asylum,  while  all  the  examinations  of 
Milk  samples  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1V2L 
and  practically  the  whole  of  the  Laboratory  work  under  the 
Venereal  Diseases  Scheme  are  performed  elsewhere. 

NEWPORT  CORPORATION  MORTUARY. 

The  town  possesses  a model  Mortuary  with  accommodation 
for  8 bodies,  separate  inspection  and  post-mortem  rooms,  with 
lavatories,  etc.  The  mortuary  is  under  the  administrative  control 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  One  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
acts  as  Mortuary  Attendant.

Apart  from  personnel  there  have  been  no  changes  introduced 
since  the  transfer  of  Poor  Law  functions  to  Local  Authorities;  but 
since  the  12th  November,  1931,  the  Relieving  Officers  in  this  town 
have  had  added  to  their  duties  the  work  of  conducting  enquiries 
into  applications  for  Transitional  Unemployment  Benefit.  From  the 
beginning  of  1933  this  work  has  been  administered  by  the  Public 
Assistance  Department  with  one  Relieving  Officer  acting  as 
Supervisor  with  a temporary  staff  of  10  persons. 


Hospitals  Provided  for  or  by  the  County  Borough  and  Port. 

Allf.~yr~yn  Hospital. — For  infectious  diseases,  including 
Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Pneumonia,  Influenzal 
Pneumonia,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargica, 
complicated  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis, 
Puerperal  Fever,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
(mother  and  child).

Cases  from  outside  areas  are  admitted,  if  accommodation 
permits. 
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Small  Pox  Hospital. — The  old  Port  Sanitary  Small  Pox 
Hospital  at  Cefn  was  closed  and  demolished  in  July,  1931.  Crick 
House  Hospital  was  officially  opened  the  same  month.  This 
Hospital  was  established  by  the  County  Borough  Authority  for  the 
reception  of  Town  and  Port  cases.  It  is  equipped  to  provide 
accommodation  for  26  patients. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — The  Corporation  has  three 
ambulances  : Infectious  Diseases  Ambulance. — A 6 cylinder  20 
H.P.  Armstrong  Siddeley  Ambulance  having  accommodation  for 
six  persons  including  two  stretcher  patients. 

In  December,  1934,  a new  26  H.P.  Bedford  ambulance  was 
purchased,  and  is  garaged  with  the  Armstrong  ambulance  at 
Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  garage. 

The  old  Vulcan  ambulance  was  taken  off  the  road  in 
September,  1934,  after  a “life”  of  nearly  10  years,  and  a total 
mileage  of  43,000. 

An  accident  abulance,  which  is  in  the  charge  of  the  Police, 
is  housed  at  the  Fire  Station. 

By  the  co-ordination  of  these  ambulance  services  the  removal 
of  all  patients  to  Wooloston  House  and  the  Public  Assistance 
Hospital  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department  in  co-operation 
with  the  Police,  as  the  accident  ambulance  is  used  for  this  purpose 
when  possible.  It  was  in  furtherance  of  this  co-ordination  that  the 
Bedford  ambulance,  referred  to  on  previous  page,  was  purchased. 

490  cases  were  removed  to  131  Stow  Hill  by  these  arrange- 
ments. Of  these  the  Police  ambulance  was  used  for  296  cases  and 
a Health  Department  ambulance  for  194  cases. 

A total  of  608  cases  were  removed  to  Hospitals  during  the 
year  by  the  Health  Department  ambulances.  The  total  mileage  of 
both  ambulances  during  the  year  was  6,000. 

Tuberculosis. — The  W.N.M.  Association  have  contracted  to 
provide  Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Dispensary  treatment  and  after- 
care for  Newport  cases. 

The  nurse  attached  to  the  Dispensary  is  provided  by  the 
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Health  Committee  and  she  also  visits  notified  patients  at  their 
homes. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  have  arranged  for  the 
reservation  of  beds  in  the  Maternity  Ward  of  131  Stow  Hill  for 
the  admission  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  of  cases  where  complications 
exist  or  are  threatened,  or  where  home  conditions  are  unsatisfactory. 
In  addition,  arrangements  exist  with  two  private  Maternity  Homes 
which  can  be  utilised  if  and  when  necessary.  Patients  contribute 
to  the  cost  according  to  their  means.  Complicated  cases  and 
patients  suffering  from  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  are  also 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital. 

A Maternity  Ward  is  still  reserved  at  131  Stow  Hill  for  the 
admission  of  Maternity  cases  through  the  Relieving  Officers. 

The  Corporation  also  subsidise  Nantyderry  Home  for  un- 
married mothers  for  admission  of  such  cases  for  confinement  and 
subsequent  stay  up  to  a period  of  six  months ; 4 cases  were  admitted 
during  the  year. 

Hospital  for  Children. 

Royal  Gwent  Hospital — The  Corporation,  through  the 
Mayor,  subscribe  towards  the  Hospital.  Sick  children  are  admitted 
there  and  also  into  131  Stow  Hill. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  pay  for 
Orthopaedic  cases  admitted  from  the  Clinic  into  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

The  same  Committee  also  subscribe  to  the  Southerndown 
Rest  for  admission  notes  for  mothers  requiring  rest,  etc. 

Extension  of  Hospital  Services. 

Apart  from  the  provision  of  hospital  treatment  for  the  sick 
poor,  and  a certain  number  of  emergency  cases  at  131  Stow  Hill, 
and  the  work  done  at  Private  Nursing  Homes,  the  work  of  providing 
hospital  accommodation  at  Newport  for  the  general  public  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital.  This  institution  is 
performing  a great  service  to  the  public  in  this  respect,  and  thanks 
to  its  great  reputation  it  has  created  a demand  for  Hospital  treat- 


ment  far  beyond  its  powers  of  fulfilment.  The  great  demand  for 
surgical  beds  has  interfered  with  the  extension  of  the  medical  work 
there. 


In  the  last  “waiting  list”  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
328  patients  awaiting  admission  into  the  Royal  Gwent  Hospital, 
namely:  male,  medical  and  surgical,  147;  female,  medical  and 
surgical,  76;  children,  22;  eye  cases,  12;  ear,  nose  and  throat,  25; 
gynaecological,  46.  With  such  a waiting  list  there  is  ample  scope 
for  extension  of  the  hospital  services  of  the  town,  without 
competition.  The  opening  of  the  unused  ward  as  a Women’s  and 
Children’s  or  Children’s  Ward  has  increased  the  accommodation 
materially,  but  it  will  not  meet  the  requirements  of  the  town. 

The  sick  poor,  contributors  under  a voluntary  scheme  to  our 
Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  for  admission 
into  private  nursing  homes  are  fairly  well  provided  for  in  respect  of 
hospital  treatment,  but  there  is  a large  section  of  the  community 
not  included  in  these  categories  who  find  it  very  difficult  to  obtain 
admission  into  Hospital,  except  for  accidents.  Hospital  accom- 
modation either  in  Voluntary  or  Municipal  hospitals,  for  paying 
patients  who  cannot  afford  to  utilise  private  nursing  homes,  should 
be  made  readily  available. 

The  hospital  accommodation  at  Wooloston  House  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  utilised  for  the  public  until  it  is  “appropriated’’  under 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1929.  This  matter  is  at  present 
engaging  the  attention  of  the  Council  and  no  doubt  a solution  of 
the  difficulty  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  establishment  of  the  Newport  Home  Nursing 
Association  in  1928  brought  about  a great  improvement  in  the 
nursing  of  the  sick  at  their  homes,  and  it  has  had  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  number  of  cases  requiring  treatment  in  the  hospitals 
of  the  town. 

The  Corporation  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association 
for  the  nursing  of  sick  cases  at  home,  namely,  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee,  £80,  for  children  under  5 years  of  age 
and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever  cases  nursed  at  home; 
the  Education  Committee,  £25,  for  children  of  school  age;  the 
Health  Committee,  £20,  for  cases  of  Pneumonia,  Measles  and 
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Whooping  Cough  with  Respiratory  complications,  etc.,  and  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  give  a small  contribution  towards  the 
home  nursing  of  the  sick  poor. 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Association  in  return  for  these 
grants  is  of  a general  nature,  but  it  definitely  includes  the  Home 
Nursing  of  patients  suffering  from  the  following  diseases  : — 

1 . Measles,  severe  and  complicated  cases. 

2.  Whooping  Cough,  severe  and  complicated  cases. 

3.  Scarlet  P’ever  with  complications  (after  ordinary  period  of 

infection  has  passed). 

4.  Chicken  Pox — occasionally,  in  special  circumstances 

or  when  cases  are  very  severe. 

5.  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

6.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

7.  Miscarriages. 

8.  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  under  5 years  of  age. 

9.  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

10.  Influenza. 

1 1 . Pneumonia. 

12.  Erysipelas,  &c.  &c. 

With  regard  to  Tuherculosis,  the  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  make  a grant  of  £5  per  annum  for  each  nurse  employed 
by  the  Home  Nursing  Association  in  each  area,  which  is  increased 
to  £7  10s.  Od.  if  the  nurse  attends  more  than  5 cases  per  annum;  so 
that  for  Newport  the  Grant  amounted  to  £52  10s.  Od.  for  the  year 
ended  March  31st,  1934,  as  there  are  9 nurses  employed  by  the 
Home  Nursing  Association  here.  This  grant  is  for  the  provision  of 
home  nursing  for  both  Pulmonary  and  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Association’s  Nurses  made  5,604  visits  to  275  cases 
during  1934  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation.  1 ,893  of  these  visits  were 
to  children  under  5 years  of  age,  and  3,71 1 to  patients  over  5 years 
of  age,  which  included  Pneumonia,  Influenzal  Pneumonia, 
Erysipelas,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Tuberculosis  and  special 
Maternity  cases. 

Co-ordination  of  Medical  Services. 

All  the  Medical  Services  of  the  Corporation  are  now  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  when  the 
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appropriation  of  the  Public  Assistance  Hospital  is  approved  the 
co-ordination  will  be  complete. 

New  Legislation. 

No  new*^  Public  Health  l.aws  or  Byelaws  of  local  application 
only  were  brought  into  force  during  the  year  but  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act,  1933,  which  came  into  operation  1st,  January, 
1934  the  Town  Council  on  13th  February,  1934,  passed  a 
Resolution  to  the  effect  that  Section  1 of  this  Act  shall  on  and  from 
1st  March,  1934,  apply  to  Sheep,  Ewes,  Wethers,  Rams  and  Lambs. 
Also  The  Newport  Corporation  (General  Powers)  Act,  1934,  and 
The  Newport  Extension  Act,  1934,  were  placed  on  the  Statute 
Book  : these  will  be  referred  to  in  my  next  Annual  Report,  as  they 
did  not  become  operative  in  their  entirety  until  April  1st,  1935. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS 
AND  KINDRED  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Thompson,  F.l.C.,  F.C.S.,  the  Borough  Analyst, 
reports  as  follows  : — 

There  have  been  268  samples  submitted  to  me  by  your 
officers. 

Of  the  above  209  were  official  samples  and  the  remaining 
59  were  informal. 

The  details  of  the  samples  analysed  are  as  under  : —

Milks. — There  were  163  samples  purchased  from  vendors, 
of  which  1 57  proved  on  analysis  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  but  six  samples 
failed  to  conform  to  the  limits  laid  down.  All  of  the  latter  contained 
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added  water  to  the  extent  of  9.53  per  cent.,  6.71  per  cent.,  6.47  per 
cent.,  6.00  per  cent.,  5.18  per  cent,  and  4.82  per  cent.,  respectively. 
With  regard  to  two  of  the  samples  found  to  contain  added  water, 
“Appeal  to  the  Cow”  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
vendors  and  the  results  of  the  analyses  of  these  are  tabulated  below, 
compared  in  each  case  with  the  corresponding  samples  purchased 
in  the  course  of  sale  : —

4*82  per  cent,  and  6*71  per  cent,  respecticely 
of  added  water. 

Two  samples  purchased  from  vendor  contained  5*29  per  cent,  deficient 
9*53  P®''  cent,  rnd  5*18  per  cent,  respectively  in  solids  not  fat. 
of  added  water. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  one  case  the  milk  yielded  by  the  cows 
was  of  satisfactory  quality,  but  that  in  the  second  case  the  cows 
were  yielding  poor  milk  and  the  appeal  of  the  vendor  was  there- 
fore justified.  One  sample  of  homogenised  milk  was  analysed 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  genuine  and  of  good  quality.  All 
the  milk  samples  were  free  from  preservatives  and  added  colour- 
ing matter. 

The  average  composition  of  the  milk  samples  received  is  : —

It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  composition  is  satis- 
factory and  shows  little  variation  from  that  of  previous  years,  and 
the  percentage  of  specimens  failing  to  conform  to  the  minimum 
standards,  viz.,  3.68  per  cent.,  is  lower  than  that  for  the  year  1933. 
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The  detailed  composition  of  the  milk  samples  for  the  year

The  samples  of  condensed  milk  conformed  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Condensed  Milk  Regulations,  whilst  the  three 
samples  of  cream  contained  a percentage  of  milk  fat  and  were  free 
from  preservatives  and  thickening  agents. 

The  two  butter  samples  were  free  from  admixture  with 
foreign  fats,  contained  no  preservatives  and  the  percentage  of  water 
was  not  excessive. 

The  cheese  was  genuine  and  free  from  deleterious 
ingredients,  whilst  the  samples  of  margarine,  lard,  and  beef  dripping 
were  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

The  specimens  of  jam,  mincemeat  and  lemon  curd  were 
satisfactory  as  regards  composition  and  quality. 

The  flour  consisted  of  genuine  wheat  flour  free  from  injurious 
ingredients,  and  other  cereal  products,  including  sponge  mixture, 
custard  powder  and  barley  were  also  quite  satisfactory. 

The  dried  fruits,  including  currants,  raisins,  sultanas,  prunes, 
apricots  and  figs,  all  proved  to  contain  less  sulphur  dioxide  than  the 
maximum  permitted. 

Various  spices  and  condiments  included  pepper,  mustard, 
ground  ginger,  vinegar  and  pickles,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory 
in  every  respect. 

The  coffee  samples  were  composed  of  the  ground  coffee 
berry  free  from  admixture  with  chicory,  and  the  tea  consisted  o 
the  genuine  leaf  free  from  dust  and  sweepings. 
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The  twelve  samples  of  beer  were  all  free  from  excess  of 
sulphur  dioxide  and  contained  no  deleterious  ingredient. 

Four  samples  of  whiskey  were  submitted  for  analysis  of 
which  three  proved  to  be  satisfactory,  but  the  fourth  was  seriously 
deficient  in  strength,  being  46  degrees  under  proof  whereas  the 
legal  minimum  strength  for  whiskey  is  35  degrees  under  proof. 

Three  samples  of  brandy  and  two  samples  of  gin  were  of 
satisfactory^  spirit  content,  but  of  the  four  samples  of  rum  one 
proved  to  be  deficient  in  strength,  being  39  degrees  under  proof 
as  against  the  legal  minimum  of  35  degrees  under  proof. 

Various  pharmacopoeial  preparations  have  been  submitted 
for  analysis  during  the  year  and  whilst  certain  of  these  were  found 
to  be  in  every  way  satisfactory,  in  many  cases  the  proportion  of 
the  active  ingredient  found  was  very  considerably  less  than  that 
prescribed.  Thus  out  of  four  samples  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  three 
samples  were  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the  extent  of  52.80  per 
cent.,  38.40  per  cent,  and  32.00  per  cent.,  respectively. 

Three  samples  of  mercury  ointment  proved  to  be  genuine, 
but  two  specimens  were  deficient  in  mercury  to  the  extent  of  67.1 
per  cent,  in  each  case. 

In  the  case  of  camphorated  oil  two  samples  were  found  to 
be  of  satisfactory  strength,  but  one  sample  was  deficient  in  camphor 
to  the  extent  of  68.60  per  cent. 

The  samples  of  potted  meat,  fish  paste,  lobster,  sausage  and 
tripe  were  all  satisfactory  as  regards  composition  and  quality  and 
in  no  instance  was  the  proportion  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  excess  of 
the  permitted  maximum. 

Thus  out  of  a total  of  268  samples  examined  during  the  year 
fifteen  were  found  to  be  adulterated,  amounting  to  5.60  per  cent, 
of  the  total.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Milk.

In  addition  to  the  above,  48  samples  of  New  Milk  were 
taken  and  submitted  to  the  inoculation  test  for  the  presence  of 
Tubercle  Bacilli.  They  all  gave  negative  results. 


Although  the  number  of  samples  examined  was  larger  than 
last  year,  the  question  of  Milk  examination  is  a pressing  one.  The 
work  should  be  intensified ; but  the  whole  subject  has  an  important 
bearing  on  the  provision  of  proper  Laboratory  facilities. 

Food  Inspection. 

Apart  from  the  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts, 
much  attention  has  been  paid  to  Food  Inspection  in  general. 
7,270  inspections  and  visits  have  been  made  of  more  than  20 
different  classes  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored  and/or 
exposed  for  sale  and  27  notices  were  served  for  the  remedying  of 
sanitary  defects  and  the  improvement  of  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Tuberculosis  Order  of  1925. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  during  the 
year  under  the  above  Order  : — 

Number  of  premises  on  which  disease  was  reported 
but  not  confirmed  by  Veterinary  Inspector  : — Nil. 
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Number  of  premises  on  which  disease  was  declared  to 
exist  by  Veterinary  Inspector  [Art.  5 (1)]  ; — Nil. 

27  Routine  inspections  were  made,  in  the  course  of 
which  301  Bovine  animals  were  examined;  none  of  the 
animals  was  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 

Public  Slaughterhouse. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  1934  was  39,066, 
including  2,703  beasts,  1,816  calves,  11,276  pigs,  6,078  sheep  and 
17,193  lambs,  compared  with  an  average  of  31 ,453  for  the  five  years 
1910-14  and  with  39,591  for  the  years  1929-33. 

Condemned  Foods. 

145,348i^lbs.  — over  65  tons  — of  various  foods  were 
condemned  and  surrendered  for  destruction  or  “conversion”  during 
the  year.  The  greater  part  of  these  foods  consisted  of  Meat,  of 
which  133,4643^1bs.  were  condemned.  The  remainder  included 
Fish  4,5031bs.,  Vegetables  5,1521bs.,  Tinned  Foods  2,16Hlbs., 
Jams  91bs.,  Pickles  331bs.,  Mincemeat  4 lbs..  Brawn  181bs.,  and 
Poultry  3ilbs. 


BLIND  PERSONS’  ACT. 

There  were  176  Blind  Persons  (96  males  and  80  females)  on 
our  register  for  1934.  Of  these  149  came  under  the  classification 
of  “Unemployable  Blind.”  137  of  the  latter  were  living  at  home 
or  in  lodgings,  while  12  were  in  Poor  Law  Institutions,  Mental 
Institutions,  &c.  The  total  number  of  persons,  who  in  addition  to 
blindness,  were  suffering  from  other  physical  or  mental  defects, 
was  29,  made  up  as  follows  : —

There  was  one  registered  person  in  Newport  in  1934  per 
497  inhabitants.  In  England  and  Wales  there  was  one  per  636 
inhabitants  in  1933,  the  latest  year  for  which  figures  are  available, 
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Unless  Registration  is  more  complete  in  Newport  than  in  the 
Country  generally,  the  proportion  of  blind  persons  in  Newport  is 
above  the  average.  There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  blind  persons  registered  during  the  last  13  years  throughout  the 
country.  In  1919  there  were  25,840  registered,  whilst  in  1933,  the 
number  had  been  increased  to  63,408,  and  it  is  recognised  that  the 
largest  increases  have  occurred  in  those  areas  where  compre- 
hensive schemes  for  financial  assistance  to  the  unemployable  blind 
have  been  inaugurated  within  the  last  5 or  6 years. 

Grants  to  Unemployable  Blind. 

89  of  the  149  unemployable  blind  persons  came  under  the 
Council’s  scheme  for  financial  assistance,  and  have  been  regularly 
receiving  grants  to  augment  their  incomes.  The  total  amount  paid 
out  in  aid  to  unemployable  blind  was  £1,844  8s.  7d. 

As  from  1 1th  December,  1934,  the  duty  of  investigating  the 
means  of  applicants  for  grants  under  the  Council’s  Blind  Welfare 
Scheme  was  transferred  from  the  Borough  Treasurer’s  Department 
to  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Under  the  Corporation  scale,  grant  is  paid  to  each  eligible 
person  to  bring  the  total  income  up  to  £1  per  week,  or 
in  the  case  of  a married  couple,  both  being  blind,  to  bring  the  total 
combined  income  up  to  30/-  per  week. 

No  payment  is  made  where  the  combined  income  equals 
or  exceeds  30/-  per  week.  All  cases  receiving  grants  are  reviewed 
quarterly. 

The  total  expenditure  by  the  Council  for  the  year,  under  the 
whole  of  the  Scheme  for  Blind  Welfare,  i.e.,  including  Grants  to 
Blind  Aid  Society,  Augmentation  of  Wages  of  Workshop 
Employees,  Grants  to  Unemployable  Blind,  &c.,  was  £2,691  14s.  9d. 

Certificates  under  Wireless  Telegraphy  {Blind  Persons  Facilities) 
Act,  1926. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  issued  24  certificates  to  enable 
the  blind  to  receive  exemption  from  the  payment  of  “wireless 
licences.  Nine  of  these  were  Primary  Certificates  and  15  replace- 
ments. The  total  number  of  Primary  Certificates  issued  from  the 
commencement  of  the  Act  in  December,  1926,  to  the  end  of  1934 
was  148, 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  administrative  officer 
of  the  Corporation  under  the  Act. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

It  should  be  of  interest  to  know  what  steps  are  being  taken 
by  the  Health  Services  to  prevent  Blindness.  The  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  work  ; — 

A.  Under  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme — 

1 . All  the  Mothers,  who  are  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Gonorrhoea  and  Syphilis,  and  who  are  Ante-Natal 
cases,  are  treated  during  pregnancy  as  long  as  they  are  able 
to  come  to  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

2.  All  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  are  treated 
either  at  the  General  Hospital  or  by  the  Medical  Attendant. 
Midwives  must  under  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  Rules 
notify  any  inflammation  or  discharge  from  the  baby’s  eyes. 
The  Health  Visitors  in  their  visits  to  the  homes  check  mid- 
wives’ work,  and  if  any  cases  have  not  been  treated  and 
notified,  report  these. 

3.  All  midwives  use  Coll.  Argentum  drops  for  the 
infant’s  eyes  immediately  after  the  birth  of  infant.  The 
preparation  is  supplied  by  the  Health  Department  free  of 
charge. 

4.  When  children  are  found  to  have  defective  vision, 
they  are  dealt  with  by  the  Committee’s  Consultant 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

B.  Under  Scheme  for  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children — 

1 . Lighting  in  Schools  receives  expert  attention. 

2.  Early  detection  and  treatment  of  eye  defects  is 
ensured  : — 

Children  due  for  routine  medical  inspection  whose 
distant  vision  in  either  eye  is,  by  Snellen’s  test,  6/18  or 
worse,  or  if  they  suffer  from  headaches  or  other  eye 
symptoms,  are  referred  to  the  Clinic  for  examination  by  the 
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Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

Children  who  are  not  due  for  medical  examination  at 
the  routine  inspections  are  also  specially  referred  by  teachers 
if  they  suspect  them  to  be  suffering  from  defective  vision. 
Medical  Officers,  when  making  a round  of  the  school  make 
a special  point  of  asking  teachers  regarding  children  who 
complain  that  their  eyesight  is  bad. 

Children  examined  by  the  Medical  Officers  at  the 
Clinic  and  found  to  have  defects  are  also  referred  to  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

3.  Re  children  with  defective  or  questionable  eyesight 

After  examination  by  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  the 
date  on  which  he  again  wishes  to  see  the  case  is  recorded  on 
the  card,  and  a notice  is  sent  from  the  Clinic  making  the  new 
appointment.  If  glasses  are  prescribed  the  case  is  followed 
up  by  the  nurse  until  glasses  are  obtained,  and  also  examined 
by  the  Medical  Officers  on  their  next  visit  to  the  school. 

In  cases  where  glasses  are  provided  by  the  Education 
Committee  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  parents,  the 
children  are  again  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to 
ensure  that  the  glasses  are  suitable  and  as  per  prescription 
given. 


In  cases  of  high  myopia  where  limitation  of  near  work 
by  the  child  is  considered  necessary  by  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon,  the  parent  is  advised  accordingly  and  a letter  is 
sent  to  the  Head  Teacher  asking  that  the  child  may  be 
allowed  to  sit  in  a good  light  in  the  front  row  of  the  class, 
and  do  as  little  writing,  reading  and  near  work  as  possible. 


C.  Propaganda  under  Scheme  for  the  Diagnosis  and  Prevention 
of  Venereal  Diseases — 

] . The  Borough  Council  make  a yearly  grant  to  the 
British  Social  Hygiene  Council  to  assist  that  Authority  m 
their  work  of  providing  films,  etc.,  literature  and  Lecturers, 
and  the  organisation  of  educational  and  propaganda 
campaigns  for  the  country  generally. 
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2.  The  holding  of  occasional  health  weeks  when  the 
subject  of  Venereal  Diseases  and  their  prevention  and  treat- 
ment, etc.,  is  dealt  with. 

3.  The  holding  of  mass  meetings  once  a year  for 
men  and  women  for  which  special  lecturers  are  engaged  and 
at  which  special  films  are  shown  and  literature  sold  and 
distributed. 

4.  The  publication  from  time  to  time  in  local  press 
of  special  articles  prepared  and  supplied  by  the  British 
Social  Hygiene  Council. 

5.  The  display  of  notices  in  all  Public  Urinals  giving 
particulars  of  local  arrangements  for  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  Venereal  Diseases. 

6.  Supplying  ships  in  dock  with  leaflets  on  the 
dangers  of  Venereal  Diseases  and  the  arrangements  for  their 
diagnosis  and  treatment. 

7.  Under  consideration  ; The  best  ways  and  means 
of  imparting  information  on  the  subject  of  Venereal  Diseases 
to  young  people’s  organisations. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Apart  from  assisting  in  the  various  National  Movements  such 
as  “Baby  Week”  and  “Empire  Health  Week,’’  when  a large 
amount  of  valuable  information  is  disseminated  through  the 
medium  of  the  press,  a certain  amount  of  specialised  Educational 
and  Propaganda  work  has  been  done  locally  : — 

1 . 500  copies  of  the  National  Baby  Week  Council’s 

pamphlet  on  “Thoughts  on  Food  and  Feeding’’  were 
distributed  at  the  Central  Clinic,  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  and  by  the  Health  Visitors  when  making 
their  home  visits. 

All  Registered  Midwives  were  supplied  with  copies 
of  “The  Diet  of  the  Expectant  Mother’’  by  Mr.  Stuart  J. 
Colwell,  M.R.C.P.,  Professor  of  Dietetics  University  of

London,  accompanied  by  an  exhortation  from  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  to  study  the  pamphlet  and  act  upon  it. 

In  addition,  pamphlets  on  “Hints  to  Expectant 
Mothers,”  How  to  Rear  Baby,”  and  “Hints  on  Manage- 
ment of  Chi  dren  1 to  5 years”  were  left  at  homes  where- 
ever  required  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  their  routine 
visits. 


2.  Flies  and  Summer  Diarrhoea. — From  May  to 
September  seme  thousands  of  leaflets — chiefly  pictorial — 
were  distribv’;ed  by  the  Staff,  and  Posters  were  displayed  in 
suitable  places  including  shops  where  foods  are  prepared. 

3.  Cere  of  the  Teeth. — The  Dental  Board’s  Exhibit 
was  shown  by  a Trained  Exhibitor  to  all  children  over  1 1 
years  of  age  in  the  Elementary  and  Central  Schools. 

4.  Tuberculosis. — The  Welsh  National  Memorial 
Association  provided  a Lecturer  to  give  talks  and  lessons  on 
“Tuberculosis  and  the  Laws  of  Health”  throughout  the 
Schools  of  the  Town. 

5.  Venereal  Diseases, — No  public  meetings  were 
held;  but  in  November  a series  of  three  Lectures  for  Health 
Visitors,  Nurses  and  Midwives  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall 
(two  by  yorr  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  one  by  Dr. 
Drummond  Shiels,  M.C.,  the  Medical  Secretary  to  the 
British  Social  Hygiene  Council);  these  Lectures  were 
illustrated  I y lantern  slides  and  cinematograph  films  and 
followed  by  discussions.  The  attendances  numbered  about 
1 00  at  each  of  the  Lectures  which  were  voted  a great  success. 

6.  National  Rat  Weel^. — A special  effort  was  made 
by  the  Health  Department  again  this  year  during  National 
Rat  Week  to  deal  with  the  Rat  Menace. 

Pictorial  Posters  were  displayed  in  Public  Places, 
Institutions,  Food  Stores  and  Shops,  and  a large  number  of 
leaflets  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
have  been  distributed  to  Food  Stores,  Breweries,  Marine 
Stores,  Poultry  Keepers,  Pig  Keepers,  Allotment  Holders, 
and  also  to  private  Householders  by  the  Out-door  Staff  of  the 
Department. 


In  addition  these  pamphlets  have  been  distributed  in 
the  Waiting  Rooms  and  Enquiry  Ofhces  of  the  Health 
Department  and  School  Clinic. 

To  supplement  the  information  contained  in  these 
pamphlets  advice  was  given  in  difficult  cases  of  Rat 
Infestation  and  the  services  of  the  Rat  Officer  were  lent  to 
demonstrate,  and  assist  in,  the  correst  application  of  modern 
methods  of  poisoning,  trapping,  etc. 

The  Health  Department  collaborated  with  the 
Borough  Engineer’s  Department  and  other  Corporation 
Departments  and  gave  special  attention  to  Sewers  and 
Refuse  Tips,  Parks,  Provision  Market,  Public  Slaughter- 
house, Reens  and  other  known  rat  harbourages,  also  to  the 
properties  in  their  charge. 

At  the  Docks  all  Sheds,  Warehouses,  Huts,  Coal 
Hoists,  Dry  Docks,  and  private  premises  within  the  Port 
Sanitary  District  were  inspected.  Posters  were  displayed 
and  pamphlets  distributed.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  routine  work  on 
vessels  in  the  Docks. 

It  is  probable  that  many  more  rats  were  killed  than 
the  number  stated  as  no  figures  are  available  of  the  rats 
killed  by  “private  enterprise.** 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  Corporation  keeps  in 
regular  employment  an  expert  Rat  Officer  who  devotes  the 
whole  of  his  time  to  the  destruction  of  rats  in  the  Town  and 
Port,  so  that  continual  warfare  is  being  waged  on  rats  in 
Newport. 
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7.  The  Health  Committee  have  taken  over  three  of 
the  four  Empire  Marketing  Board’s  Poster  Frames,  which  are 
situate  in  Dock  Street,  Corporation  Road  and  Cardiff  Road. 
For  these  Boards  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  supplied  12  sets  of  special  Health  Posters,  so  that  the 
posters  were  changed  monthly.

“Talybont  Water  Supply. — (Extract  from  Corporation 
Year  BooJ^). — The  first  portion  commenced  in  May,  1923,  was 
officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Waterworks  Committee 
(Alderman  Thomas  Parry,  J.P.)  on  the  29th  September,  1927, 
and  consists  of  an  Intake  Weir  on  the  River  Caerfanell  (a 
tributary  of  the  River  Usk)  with  a drainage  area  of  3,416  acres. 
For  the  complete  scheme  the  drainage  area  is  6,000  acres.  From 
the  intake  the  water  passes  through  about  1 14  miles  of  25  inch  pipe 
to  the  Filtration  Plant,  which  has  a maximum  capacity  of  filtration 
of  5 million  gallons  per  day.  After  filtration  the  water  flows  to 
the  Supply  Basin,  a short  distance  away,  and  there  enters  the  mains 
for  Newport. 


The  first  section  of  piping  from  the  Supply  Basin  to  Ponty- 
pool  Road  Break  Pressure  Tank,  a distance  of  25  miles,  is  25  inches 
in  diameter.  From  the  Break  Pressure  Tank  to  the  Service 
Reservoir  at  Llantarnam,  a distance  of  about  5J/2  miles,  the  piping 
is  19  inches  in  diameter,  then  to  the  town  a portion  of  the  piping  is 
25  inches,  and  the  remainder  27  inches  in  diameter. 

At  Malpas  there  is  a Pressure  Reducing  Valve  for  limiting 
the  pressure. 
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The  Service  Reservoir  at  Llantarnam  has  a storage  capacity 
of  5 million  gallons,  and  its  function  is  to  equalise  the  irregular 
demand  for  water  in  the  town. 

A considerable  number  of  bridges  and  sub-ways  have  been 
constructed  to  carry  the  piping  over  or  under  canals,  streams, 
railways,  &c. 

The  first  sod  in  connection  with  the  Impounding  Reservoir 
was  cut  on  the  28th  July,  1932,  by  the  Mayor  (Councillor  Griffith  j. 
Jones,  J.P.)  and  the  new  road  was  then  opened  by  Alderman 
Thomas  Parry,  J.P.,  Chairman  of  the  Waterworks  Committee. 

The  water  from  all  the  Reservoirs  is  filtered  before  it  enters 
the  service  mains.  Pressure  filters  are  used  at  Ynis-y-fro,  Pant- 
yr-eos,  and  Wentwood  Reservoirs  and  Gravity  Filters  at  Talybont. 

The  daily  average  amount  of  water  supplied  in  1934  to 
108,320  persons  resident  in  Newport  and  surrounding  districts,  was 
3,910,822  gallons,  or  36.1  gallons  per  head. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  in  the  rural  areas  of  the 
town,  every  house  is  provided  with  an  efficient  supply  of  water  from 
the  Corporation  mains. 

Samples  of  water  from  each  of  the  Reservoirs  and  from 
Talybont  have  been  submitted  to  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
examination  from  time  to  time.  The  results  were  quite  satisfactory. 

METEOROLOGICAL  DATA. 

Sunshine,  maximum  and  minimum  shade  temperatures,  rain- 
fall, Barometric  pressure,  one-foot  and  4-foot  earth  temperatures, 
and  humidity  are  recorded  daily  at  9 a.m.  at  Newport. 

Since  August,  1926,  all  the  instruments  have  been  placed  at 
Allt-yr-yn  Hospital,  and  the  Meteorological  Office  of  the  Air 
Ministry  has  recognised  Newport  as  one  of  their  official  Climato- 
logical Stations  for  the  recording  of  Meteorological  Data  which 
are  transmitted  to  the  Air  Ministry  monthly.  The  Station  is  265 
feet  above  sea  level. 

In  Table  16  are  given  the  monthly  data  for  the  whole  of  the 


year. 
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The  rainfall  recorded  at  Allt-yr-yn  Hospital  was  38.85  inches 
compared  with  33.00  inches  in  1933,  and  an  average  of  43.69  during 
the  previous  5 years.  The  wettest  month  was  December  with 
1 1 .43  inches.  February  was  the  driest  month  with  .61  of  an  inch. 
Rain  fell  on  166  days  of  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year 
was  1613.9  compared  with  a five  years’  average  of  1485.8  hours. 
The  daily  mean  was  4.42  hours  of  sunshine  (36.0  per  cent.)  July 
was  the  sunniest  month. 

The  mean  maximum  temperature  of  the  air  was  57.4°  F.  and 
minimum  temperature  43.9°  F.  The  warmest  day  of  the  year  was 
July  10th  when  the  maximum  thermometer  in  the  shade  reached 
87°  F.  The  warmest  nights  were  13th,  26th  and  30th  July  with 
61°  F.  The  coldest  day  was  February  23rd,  37°  F.,  the  coldest 
nights  of  the  year  were  February  12th  and  March  1st,  25°  F. 


RAT  AND  MICE  ACT. 

One  professional  rat  catcher  is  employed  by  the  Corpora- 
tion; his  services  are  divided  as  required  between  the  Urban  and 
Port  work.  Undoubtedly  a great  improvement  has  been  brought 
about  through  the  persistent  efforts  made  to  reduce  the  rat  popula- 
tion and  much  money  is  being  spent  by  tradesmen,  etc.,  in 
rendering  their  premises  rat  proof. 

17,595  baits  were  laid  in  Town  and  Port  compared  with 
18,280  in  1933  and  1 ,502  fewer  rats  were  killed  than  last  year. 

As  a systematic  policy  Post  Mortem  and  Bacteriological 
examinations  are  made  of  batches  of  rats  found  on  board  ship  after 
fumigation.

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HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

Dwelling  Houses. 

The  total  Dwellinghouses  (including  Institutions)  in  Newport 
enumerated  at  the  Census  was  18,159.  The  Local  estimate  at  June 
30th,  1931,  was  17,832,  a difference  of  327.  In  the  Census  Returns 
are  included  as  separate  dwellings  : — (1)  all  tenements  if  they  have 
separate  entrances  from  outside,  and  (2)  all  Huts  intended  as  dwell- 
ing places.  As  these  are  not  included  in  the  Local  figures  the 
difference  is  accounted  for. 

The  estimated  number  of  Dwellinghouses  in  the  Borough  on 
June  30th,  1934,  was  18,119,  compared  with  17,832  (local  figures) 
in  1931. 

Void  Houses. 

444  Dwellings  were  returned  as  vacant  at  the  time  of  the 
Census  but  1 17  of  these  were  furnished.  The  remainder,  327,  was 
therefore,  the  actual  number  of  Void  houses.  According  to  the 
Rate  books  the  figure  on  June  30th  was  208.  Even  if  the  Census 
figures  be  taken,  only  1 .8  per  cent,  of  the  Dwellinghouses  were 
void.  This  shows  the  demand  more  than  equals  the  supply,  for, 
to  allow  for  removals,  there  must  always  be  a certain  number  of 
void  houses.  On  June  30th,  1934,  there  were  only  187  void 
houses  in  the  Borough. 

Nevertheless  there  was  a marked  improvement  in  the 
housing  conditions  at  the  1931  Census  compared  with  the  Census  of 
1921.  Thus  in  1921  9.48  per  cent,  of  the  population  were  living 
under  conditions  of  overcrowding  that  required  more  than  2 
persons  per  room.  In  1931  this  percentage  had  fallen  to  5.58. 

The  following  figures  taken  from  the  Census  Returns  for 
1931  show  the  sizes  of  dwellinghouses  in  Newport: — 

Of  the  17,481  houses  occupied— 

649  consisted  of  1-3  rooms  or  3*7  per  cent,  of  the  total  occupied  dwellings 
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The  average  number  of  rooms  per  occupied  dwelling  was 
3.65.  The  average  number  of  Families  per  occupied  dwelling 
was  1.27;  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  family  was  3.87 
:ompared  with  4.34  in  1921. 

The  average  age  of  the  population  was  : — Males  31.0  years, 
^emales  31.6  years;  81  per  1,000  of  the  males  and  80  per  1,000  of 
he  females  were  under  5 years  of  age.  The  total  population  under 
) years  of  age  being  7,176  compared  with  9,089  at  the  1921  Census.

*Up  to  30th  June,  1928,  all  were  Subsidy  Houses, 
flnclude*  126  and  278  houses  “ To  Rent." 
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From  the  end  of  June,  1918,  to  December  31st,  1934,  4,388 
houses  have  been  built  for  Newport  people.  Of  these,  3,471  have 
been  built  under  Corporation  schemes,  1 ,385  of  which  were  built 
outside  the  Borough.  After  deducting  109  for  houses  taken  off  the 
rates,  there  remained  4,279  houses  to  provide  for  the  increase  of 
population  from  end  of  June,  1918,  to  December  31st,  1934.  On 
the  basis  of  an  average  of  5.5  persons  per  house,  these  houses,  if 
they  have  been  occupied  by  Newport  people  only,  provided  accom- 
modation for  23,534  of  Newport’s  population. 

The  Housing  problem  is  closely  associated  with  the  financial 
conditions  of  the  inhabitants.  At  the  end  of  1923,  there  were 
2,482  unemployed  persons  on  the  local  register,  compared  with 
8,818  at  the  end  of  1934,  which  was  fewer  by  935  than  the  figure  for 
1933.  The  number  of  men  and  boys  unemployed  fell  from  9,005 
in  1933  to  8,468  in  1934  and  the  women  and  girls  from  748  to  350.

1,622  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  9,010  persons 
were  on  the  Supervision  List  at  the  end  of  the  year.  572  of  these 
houses  belong  to  private  owners. 

Further  references  to  House  Inspection  and  insanitary 
property  with  figures  and  comparisons  with  previous  years  are  to 
be  found  in  the  Tables  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

Excrement  Disposal. — The  water  carriage  system  is  in  exist- 
ence in  all  parts  of  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  a few  houses 
in  the  outlying  parts  of  Lliswerry,  and  practically  every  water  closet 
is  fitted  with  a flushing  cistern.  The  fact  that  Newport  is  situated 
on  the  banks  of  a large  and  swiftly  flowing  tidal  river  makes  the 
water  carriage  system  an  economical  and  hygienic  method  of 
sewage  disposal. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Corporation  is 
still  proceeding  with  the  thorough  overhauling  of  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  town. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  that  the  Borough  Engineer 
is  tackling  the  work  systematically  and  effectively.  He  has  kindly 
supplied  me  with  the  details  of  the  re-construction  work  carried 
out  during  the  year  ended  March  31st,  1935  : —

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Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

Movable  bins  are  in  general  use,  but  unfortunately  a large 
proportion  of  them  are  “improvised,”  and  they  are  coverless  and 
therefore  unsatisfactory,  especially  during  wet  weather,  as  the 
contents  become  wet  and  offensive.  Under  the  Newport  Corpora- 
tion Act  (No.  2),  1930,  the  Corporation  have  power  to  require 
owners  or  occupiers  of  dwellinghouses,  etc.,  to  provide  portable 
covered  galvanised  iron  bins  or  to  themselves  provide  the  dust-bins 
and  to  maintain  them  and  to  recover  from  the  owners  or  occupiers 
the  cost,  if  reasonable  : but  because  of  the  unsatisfactory  financial 
position  it  has  not  been  considered  advisable  to  put  the  powers  into 
operation. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  Refuse  Tips  which  the  Corpora- 
tion maintain  for  the  purpose  and  is  covered  with  soil — in  this  way 
marsh  land  is  reclaimed  and  nuisance  reduced  to  a minimum.

Registered  Premises  and  Infectious  Diseases. 

26  cases  of  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  occurred  on 
registered  premises  during  the  year,  namely  : Scarlet  Fever,  9, 
Diphtheria  3,  Pneumonia  1,  Puerperal  Fever  and  Pyrexia  3, 
Malaria  2,  and  Tuberculosis  8.  All  except  2 of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  Hospital. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  inspections  and  visits 
made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Health  Visitors  during 
1934  : — To  Registered  Premises  (other  than  Food  Premises),  730; 
Re  Meat,  Food,  etc.,  7.270;  Infectious  Diseases,  Birth  Enquiries, 
Private  Houses,  etc.,  35,445,  making  a grand  total  of  43,445. 


At  Newport  the  death  rate  in  1895  was  19.4  per  1,000 
inhabitants  per  annum.  During  the  5 years  period  1929-33  it  was 
just  over  12.0  per  1,000  per  annum. 

The  birth-rate  has  gone  down  from  36.2  per  1,000  to  17. 
If  this  reduction,  which  is  common  to  the  country  as  a whole, 
continues,  the  deaths  will  exceed  the  births.  It  will  then  become  a 
matter  of  serious  national  importance. 

The  death-rate  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases 
has  gone  down  during  the  same  period  from  1 .64  to  .42  per  1 ,000. 
Diphtheria  (from  .3  to  .10),  Enteric  Fever  (from  .12  to  Nil), 
and  Diarrhoeal  diseases  (from  .46  to  .09)  showed  the  greatest 
reduction. 

The  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  death-rates  have  also  been 
reduced  during  that  period  from  3.47  to  1 .64,  whilst  the  Tuberculosis 
death-rate  was  1.58  in  1895  compared  with  1.06  in  1934. 

On  the  other  hand  the  death-rate  attributed  to  Cancer  has 
shown  a marked  increase  during  the  last  37  years.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly due  to  a great  extent  to  a more  accurate  diagnosis  of 
the  disease,  and  a change  in  the  age  constitution  of  the  population. 

Institutional  treatment  of  disease  has  become  much  more 
common.  The  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  dying  in  Hospitals, 
etc.,  has  increased  by  24.3  during  the  last  39  years,  or  from  10.6  in 
1895  to  34.9  in  1934.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1934. 

One  of  the  outstanding  features  of  the  year  has  been  the 
progress  made  in  dealing  with  the  Housing  situation. 

The  Ministry  confirmed  the  fourteen  Clearance  Orders  made 
by  the  Council  on  the  undermentioned  areas  : —

The  work  of  building  new  houses  at  Maesglas,  to  re-house 
the  displaced  families,  is  nearing  completion  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  early  next  year  all  the  condemned  houses  will  have  been 
demolished  and  the  occupants  re-housed  in  modern  homes  in 
healthy  surroundings. 

In  connection  with  the  demolition  of  individual  unfit  houses, 
Demolition  Orders  have  been  made  in  respect  of  seven  houses  and 
nineteen  temporary  dwellings,  all  of  which  have  been  vacated  and 
demolition  of  these  premises  is  proceeding. 
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The  repair  and  reconditioning  of  houses  found  not  to  be  in 
all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation  has  been  speeded 
up  and  continues  to  make  satisfactory  progress,  and  after  the  service 
of  notices  on  ov^ners  426  houses  have  been  made  fit  under  the 
supervision  of  your  officers. 

The  details  of  the  works  of  reconstruction  and  repair  are 
contained  in  the  table  following  page  88  where  it  will  be  seen,  among 
other  items,  that  129  houses  have  been  provided  with  sink  troughs 
and  in  54  houses  damp-proof  courses  have  been  inserted  in  damp 
walls.  The  lighting  and  ventilation  of  rooms  has  been  improved 
in  49  instances;  the  provision  or  improvement  of  larders  has  been 
secured  and  93  washing  boilers  have  been  provided  or  repaired. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Inspectors  during  the 
year  was  24,990.

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The  complaints  received  during  the  year  numbered  83 1 . 
Every  complaint  is  thoroughly  investigated  no  matter  how  trivial 
it  may  appear,  for  often  upon  enquiries  being  made  into  the  trivial 
matter  a major  defect  or  nuisance  is  found  that  requires  immediate 
attention.  Arising  out  of  these  complaints,  1 ,543  nuisances  or 
sanitary  defects  were  discovered,  necessitating  the  service  of  343 
written  notices  upon  the  persons  responsible.  In  many  instances 
the  necessary  work  was  carried  out  as  a result  of  verbal  notice  being 
given  by  the  Inspector. 

Supervision  of  Corporation  Houses  and  Privately  Owned 
Repaired  Property. 

The  total  number  of  houses  on  the  “Supervision  List”  is 
1 ,662,  of  which  572  are  privately  owned  and  1 ,050  (including  4 steel 
houses)  Corporation  houses. 

The  supervision  of  these  houses  is  primarily  concerned  with 
the  maintenance  of  general  cleanliness  by  the  tenants  and  the 
detection  and  eradication  of  vermin  by  the  Health  Department  and 
in  this  connection  4,011  inspections  and  re-visits  were  made  during 
the  year. 

It  is  a comparatively  easy  matter  to  see  whether  a house  is 
really  clean,  superficially  clean  (just  a quick  brush  round  when  the 
Inspector  is  seen  in  the  vicinity),  or  dirty. 

The  detection  of  vermin  is  difficult  and  more  especially  as 
some  tenants  are  loath  to  give  real  assistance  and  often,  indeed, 
resort  to  subterfuge  to  conceal  the  fact  that  their  rooms  are 
verminous. 

The  eradication  of  vermin  and  particularly  the  bed-bug  is 
more  difficult  still. 

The  task  of  disinfestation  presents  peculiar  difficulties,  for 
the  resistance  of  the  bed-bug  to  fumigation  is  surprisingly  great  and 
although  temporary  relief  may  be  obtained  there  is  always  a 
tendency  for  a recurrence  of  the  trouble. 

The  difficulties  are  increased  when  the  houses  are  very  old, 
with  broken  plaster  and  lath  and  plaster  partitions,  etc.,  and  in  some 
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cases  in  new  premises  where  means  of  communication  and  therefore 
infestation  exist  between  contiguous  houses. 

The  disinfestation  of  191  rooms  was  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  officers  of  the  Health  Department  and  the 
importance  of  this  work  cannot  be  over-estimated  when  one 
considers  the  discomforts  suffered  by  a fairly  large  percentage  of 
the  population  and  particularly  young  children. 

Seamen’s  Licensed  Lodging  Houses. 

On  the  1st  January,  1934,  there  were  20  Seamen’s  Licensed 
Lodging  Houses  on  your  Register  with  a total  accommodation  for 
131  seamen. 

During  the  year  licences  in  respect  of  8 of  these  were 
cancelled  at  the  request  of  their  respective  keepers,  so  that  there 
are  now  12  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses  with  a total  accommodation 
for  97  seamen. 

This  accommodation  appears  .to  be  more  than  sufficient  for 
the  present  requirements  of  the  Port. 

In  the  year  1896  Byelaws  were  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  respecting  the  licensing,  inspection  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  Seamen’s  Lodging  Houses. 

In  pursuance  of  these  Byelaws,  7^  visits  were  made  during 
the  past  twelve  months  and  on  no  occasion  was  a serious  breach 
of  the  Byelaws  discovered.  Infringements,  of  a minor  character, 
were  immediately  rectified  upon  th^  keeper’s  attention  being  drawn 
to  the  matter  and  at  all  times  the  licenses  appeared  anxious  to 
comply  with  the  regulations. 

Having  regard  to  the  abnormal  wear  and  tear  to  which 
premises  of  this  kind  are  subjected,  they  are  kept,  generally  speak- 
ing, in  good  sanitary  condition,  for  during  the  year  only  a few 
sanitary  defects  and  nuisances  were  discovered.  These  were 
remedied  after  the  service  of  Informal  Notices  and  the  work  entailed 
together  with  the  statutory  half-yearly  cleansing  and  hmewashing 
was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Health  Department. 
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Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  1 1 within  the  Borough,  with  accommodation  for 
279  lodgers.  These  premises  require  constant  supervision  to  ensure 
that  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  and  sanitation  is  main- 
tained. During  the  year  253  inspections  were  made,  and  after  the 
service  of  notices  25  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  were  remedied. 


Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

The  Bye-laws  have  been  applied  only  to  houses  requiring 
special  supervision  as  it  would  be  impracticable  to  register  all 
houses  coming  within  the  legal  definition  of  a house  let  in  lodgings. 
The  inspections  were  directed  primarily  to  the  maintenance 
of  cleanliness  and  the  prevention  of  overcrowding. 

Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1926. 

This  Act  provides  for  the  marking  of  certain  imported  food- 
stuffs in  order  that  the  public  may  know  whether  they  are  buying 
“Foreign,”  “Empire”  or  “English”  produce. 

It  was  found  that  numerous  Traders  were  unaware  of  their 
responsibilities  with  respect  to  the  correct  marking  of  these  food- 
stuffs. To  assist  them,  handbills  were  distributed  to  all  green- 
grocers, grocers,  fishmongers,  and  others  concerned,  directing  their 
attention  to  the  requirements  of  the  Orders  in  Council  relating  to 
the  marking  of  imported  Fresh  Apples,  Raw  Tomatoes,  Eggs  in 
Shell,  Dried  Eggs,  Currants,  Sultanas,  Raisins,  Oat  Products, 
Honey,  Frozen  or  Chilled  Salmon  and  Butter. 

Since  the  distribution  of  the  handbills  and  subsequent  warn- 
ing letters  when  necessary,  there  has  been  a considerable  improve- 
ment in  the  observance  of  the  marking  orders. 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  1926. 

The  registers,  statutory  statements  and  other  records  kept  by 
manufacturers  and  others  were  examined  and  found  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

The  8 samples  obtained  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  the 
nature,  substance  or  quality  of  the  samples  proved  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statutory  statements  supplied. 
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Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

Premises  where  Rag  Flock  is  used  are  visited  and  samples 
of  the  flock  are  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  examination. 
During  the  year  6 samples  were  obtained.  The  proportion  of 
chlorine  in  each  of  the  samples  was  less  than  the  maximum 
permitted  by  the  Regulations. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act,  1919. 

In  many  instances  of  rat  infestation  it  has  been  found  that 
the  ingress  of  rats  into  buildings  has  been  by  means  of  defective 
drains ; when  these  have  been  located  and  repaired  or  re-constructed 
it  is  rarely  that  a second  complaint  is  received. 

Additional  information  concerning  the  details  of  the  work 
performed  during  “Rat  Week”  will  be  found  on  page  73  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report. 

National  Rat  Week,  of  course,  received  considerable 
publicity  and  for  one  week  of  the  year  the  attention  of  the  public 
is  focussed  on  this  problem.  For  the  Health  Department,  however, 
every  week  of  the  year  is  a Rat  week  and  the  following  table

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  stables  was  258.  In  addition 
to  verbal  notices  being  given  for  slight  infringements  of  the  Byelaws 
1 5 notices  were  served  requiring  the  provision  of  improved  drainage 
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I and  suitable  and  properly  constructed  manure  receptacles,  and  I 
1 receptacle  was  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Byelaws. 


; The  provision  of  proper  receptacles  and  the  rigid  super- 

1 vision  to  prevent  large  accumulations  of  manure,  combined  with  the 
advice  given  to  stable  keepers,  respecting  the  destruction  of  flies  in 
I the  larval  stage,  does  much  to  lessen  the  fly  nuisance  and  its 
I attendant  dangers.

I prevention  and  fuel  economy  is  given  to  those  responsible  for  the 
: management  of  boilers  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  by  this  co- 
operation with  manufacturers  a considerable  reduction  in  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  from  boiler  chimneys  will  be  effected. 


I Music  Halls  and  Cinemas. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  all  music  halls  and  cinemas  in 
connection  with  the  ventilation  and  sanitary  accommodation  of 
I these  premises  and  improvements  have  been  effected  in  all  instances 
upon  informal  notice  being  given  to  the  management.

Meat  Inspection  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse. 

A complete  system  of  meat  inspection  at  the  Public  Abattoir 
ensures  that  every  carcase  is  thoroughly  inspected  before  it  is 
passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
following  table  38,155  animals  were  slaughtered,  of  which  428 
entire  carcases  were  condemned.  Particulars  of  these  condemna- 
tions are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  96. 

On  January  1st,  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  came 
into  operation  the  object  of  which  is  to  ensure  effectual  un- 
consciousness by  painless  means  as  a preliminary  to  slaughter.  To 
this  end,  the  Abattoir  has  been  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
types  of  appartus  for  the  humane  stunning  of  animals  including 
electrical  stunning  apparatus  for  sheep,  pigs  and  calves  which  has 
proved  entirely  satisfactory. 
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Private  Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  two  of  these  premises  licensed  within  the  Borough 
and  during  the  year  846  animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected.

The  commonest  disease  met  with  in  meat  inspection  is 
Tuberculosis  and  as  usual  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  for 
this  disease  was  about  one  half,  of  the  total  quantity  condemned  for 
all  causes. 

This  is  not  surprising  in  view  of  the  high  percentage  of  cattle 
in  the  average  herd  that  react  to  the  Tuberculin  test. 

This  figure  must  not,  however,  be  considered  as  an  indication 
of  the  quality  of  the  beasts  sent  into  the  Public  Slaughterhouse 
because  a large  number  of  the  animals  are  sent  in  for  slaughter 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order  as  having  either 
yielded  Tuberculous  Milk  or  for  showing  definite  clinical  signs  of 
tuberculosis. 
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The  entire  carcases  of  87  beasts  and  49  pigs  were  condemned 
for  this  disease,  but  when  it  is  realised  that  more  than  fifteen 
thousand  beasts  and  pigs  were  examined  it  will  be  seen  that  no 
anxiety  need  be  entertained  as  to  the  quality  of  the  meat  supplied 
generally.

Ice  Cream  Manufacturers  and  Vendors. 

Premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  or  sold  are 
inspected  at  frequent  intervals,  care  being  taken  to  ensure  that  the 
utmost  cleanliness  is  maintained  in  the  preparation,  handling  and 
storage  of  this  commodity  and  for  this  purpose  124  inspections 
were  made. 

Where  premises  are  found  to  be  quite  unsuitable  for  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream,  owing  to  unsuitable  structure, 
dilapidations,  unsuitable  or  unwholesome  condition,  the  existence 
of  which  would  render  the  ice  cream  liable  to  become  con- 
taminated, the  vendor  or  manufacturer  is  warned  that  until  the 
premises  are  put  into  a satisfactory  condition,  permission  will  be 
withheld  for  the  manufacture  or  storage  of  ice  cream  with  the 
alternative  of  proceedings  being  instituted  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Newport  Corporation  Act,  1906. 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Milkshops  and  Milk  Vendors. 

The  milk  supply  af  the  Town  receives  very  close  attention 
and  under  this  heading,  1 ,240  inspections  were  made  to  premises 
where  milk  is  produced  or  stored.  A general  tightening  up  of  the 
Regulations  has  produced  a marked  improvement  in  the  condition 
of  these  premises. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  is  well  above  the  minimum 
required  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  the  average  composition 
of  the  milk  submitted  for  analysis  being  : Fat,  3.43  per  cent. ; Solids 
not  Fat,  8.64  per  cent.  Of  the  166  samples  submitted  for  analysis 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Adulteration  Act,  3 samples,  as  compared 
with  1 1 last  year,  failed  to  conform  to  the  necessary  standards  and 
in  the  3 instances  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the 
vendors. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923. 

There  are  now  fourteen  milksellers  licensed  in  the  Borough  to 
sell  milk  under  this  Order.  1 “Certified”  milk,  3 “Grade  A.  T.T., 

1 Grade  “A”  and  9 “Pasteurised.” 

The  requirements  of  the  Minstry  of  Health  were  complied 
with  respecting  the  sampling  of  Designated  Milks.  52  samples 
being  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination.  14  of  the  samples 
shewed  an  excess  of  organisms  and  in  each  instance  cautions  were 
issued  after  enquiries  had  been  made,  which  were  followed  by 
an  immediate  improvement. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

48  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  the  inoculation  tests  for 
tuberculosis.  It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  a negative 
result  was  shown  in  each  case. 

Bakehouses. 

The  number  on  the  register  was  70  within  the  Borough; 
Inspections,  360  during  the  year.  The  number  of  nuisances  and 
defects  discovered  in  the  course  of  inspection  was  51,  for  which  7 
notices  were  served;  71  re-visits  were  paid  in  order  to  ensure  that 
the  notices  were  complied  with — 41  of  the  nuisances  were  due  to 
want  of  cleanliness.  Nearly  all  of  these  premises  are  of  modern 


construction  and  on  the  whole  are  kept  in  a good  sanitary  condition 
due,  no  doubt,  to  the  close  supervision  given  to  them. 

Food  and  Drugs  Adulteration  Act,  1^28. 

268  samples  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year. 
209  were  official  samples  and  59  Informal  Samples.  Fourteen  of  the 
formal  samples  (milk,  6;  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  3;  mercury  ointment, 
2;  camphorated  oil,  1 ; whiskey,  1 ; and  rum,  1);  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  and  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  The  results  of 
analysis  and  the  nature  of  the  samples  taken  is  shown  in  the  Public 
Analyst’s  report  on  page  60. 

With  the  advent  of  new  legislation  and  our  intensified 
activities  resulting  from  the  National  drive  in  connection  with  better 
housing  for  the  working  classes,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  are  increasing  rapidly  and  1 take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  them  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.
